The shortage of-help

The state forester. F. W. Tlane, sends 


out the-following circular relative 
to 


the collection of white pine seed: 


This is a white pine seed year. Just 
lool: at the pine trees loaded with 
cones. If these cones are collected be 
fore they open, and are cared for, thi 
scales will open up and the sped 
wil 


drop out. There are two seeds under 
each scale .and each has a wing- 
at- 


tached to it. These cones, .now green 
within a few weeks turn brown 
and 


they open up while still hanging: on the 
tree. It is at this time that the. seeds 
fall out and scatter about the country 
In order to secure the seed, therefore 
collect before they are fully ripe. 
TJs- 


.ually the'last week in August or the 
first week in September is about 
the 
best time to gather the harvest. Be- 
ware of waiting too long, for it 
is 


better to collect early than. late, when 
they begin to shell out. I have' seen 
the German 
foresters picking- them 


when they were still green. 
The seedt. 


are probably mature even now and 
one can observe the squirrels 
verj 


busy tearing 
the cones to -pieces to 


feast on the seed. A bushel of cones 
before they open will produce about 
-a 


pound of seed. We Americans should 
fret into the habit of harvesting this 
seed .crop just the same as we do any 
other; it has market value and surelj 
there is plenty of waste or 
depicted 


lands that should be planted. 
White 


pine as a forest crop is well worthy of 
our .attention. Now is a good-time to 
interest our boys and girls in .a branch 
of practical forestry. Those in charge

HE lato Pius X..' known as "t 


peasant pope," was born of 
humble parents on Juno 2, 
1836, 'In the obscure little town 


of Eleso, Italy. He was the elder oJ 
two brothers and hud six sisters. The 
family name was Sarto, which means 
tailor In Italian, and he was christened 
Giuseppe, which means Joseph, but he 
was known to his mother and sisters 
always by the diminutive Beppo. The 
family was so poor, that the sisters 
never wore hats and' even refused to 
wear them when In later years they 
went to Home to see their llttte Beppo 
seated In all magnificence upon the 
papal throne. And to the horror o£ all 
the dignitaries they still Insisted on 
calling him Beppo, but no courtier ever 
dared remonstrate and face that quiz, 
zlcal but beautiful smile that was a 
distinguishing feature oJ the lovable 
personality of Pius X. 


The early life ol the future pope was 


typical of his birth and worldly posi- 
tion, except that he loved to study 
more than does the average boy and 
soon attracted the attention of his su- 
periors at the Salesian institute at 
Cottolengo, who later helped his fa- 
ther in defraying the expenses of his 
Ions education. 


Won Way by Study. 


He won many priMs and scholar- 


ships, and these resulted in his being 
sent lo college at Padua, one of the 
most noted universities in the world, 


ilany stories have been told regard- 


thoroush reformer, 
suppressing all 


abuses, restoring tho dipnlty of the 
clergy and tho earneatneas of roltgion. 


Popular With Officials. 


From this appointment rose heated 


polemics between the holy see and the 
Italian government. The latter, as heir 
to the ancient privileges granted by 
the popo to the republic of Venice, 
maintained that It had the right to 
choose and appoint the patriarch'. Tho 
government,' .however, 
after 
having 


long refused its exequatur, eventually 
granted it to Sarto, who, meanwhile, 
succeeded in gaining general esteem, 
including that of the government offi- 
cials. 


The Italian cabinet ministers had no 


feeling against Sarto personally. 
In 


fact, ho might quite well have been 
thfir choice Jf the papacy had not 
wished him, but it was a political ques- 
tion on which, however, they soon gave 
way. 


Sarto became the idol of the Vene- 


tians. 
"When 
his 
gondola 
went 


through the canals .the people rushed 
on the bridges and along the sides of 
the canals, kneeling and saluting, the 
women exclaiming, "God bless tho pa- 
triarch!" 


Learned to Love Venice. 


Cardinal Sarto learned to love Ven- 


ice as Venice learned to love him. He 
did not visit Rome more often than his 
duties demanded, and when asked if 
he enjoyed the gorgeousness of the pa- 
pal court and the magnificence of tho 


ferred on him tho highest dignity in 
tho church ho perceived at a glanco 
that as a son of tho people It would 
be his best policy as -pope to continue 
in the democratic ways to which he 
had been accustomed for so long. 


Rofusod to "Ride In a Box." 


On tho very day ho was elected, 


when tho sediarl brought the sedan 
chair to carry, him to his apartments 
from the conclave hall, he gently but 
flrmly protested that he would- rather 
walk than ride In a box. For days after 
that the master of tho chamber had 
the sedan chair waiting In tho pope's 
antechamber, but the determination of 
Pius X. to' decline to use it never 
changed, and ilnally -the chair had to 
be relegated to tho attic. 


The some happened with the por- 


table throne which the popes have al- 
ways usefl when going to and from a 
ceremony. 
Only In a few solemn oc- 


casions, when the ceremonies had to 
be held In St. Peter's, Pius X con- 
sented to sit on this throne, but on all 
other instances, when the ceremonies 
were to take place in the Vatican pal- 
ace itself, ho always walked to the 
meeting place. 


The democratic manners of Pius X. 


were very popular with his intimate 
secretaries and the prelates of his en- 
tourage. Soon after his elecUon, find- 
ing that custom prescribed that the 
pope should take his meals all by him- 
self, he rebelled and ordered that the 
table be always set for six persons. 


his establishment kneeling whenever 
he passed, as had been the custom for 
centuries. Such perpetual homage, the 
inability to walk in tho garden or in 
tho corridors of the Vatican without 
every person kneeling, grated on him. 


Tho first man to Kuin the privilege of 


painting the portrait of I'opo Pius X. 
was Henry J. Ttmddeus, a British art- 
ist, who was a native of Ireland and a 
Catholic.

Was Fun Loving Boy. 


That Plus X In his boyhood days 


was as full of animal spirits and mis- 
chievousness as the average boy every- 
where is evident from 
the remark 


made by an old farmer of Riese, who, 
on being told that Giuseppe Sarto had 
been made pope, exclaimed: 


"Not Beppo—not that little rascal! 


Many are the cherries he has taken off 
my trees, me underneath tho tree with 
a stick and ho bidding me defiance 
and pelting me with stones." 


Pius X was only twenty-three years 


of age when he was consecrated a 
priest at Castel Franco, the birthplace 
of the great Master Glorgione, acting 
afterward for nlno years as coadjutor 
to the parish priest of Tombolo, prov- 
ince of Padua, a small village of 3,000 
people, who were the first to appreci- 
ate his virtues. His kindness was un- 
tiring. Ho sought to fill their wants, 
and never a murmur was heard when 
ho was called In the middle of a win- 
ter night to a deathbed which proved 
to bo nothing of tho kind. Ho gave 
freely of his small means until he often 
went without meals himself, but he 
kept many a poor family from, starva- 
tion. 


Idol of His Parishioners. 


In 1867 he was appointed parish 


priest at Salzanq, which was consider- 
ed an important promotion, being a 
village of 3,600 souls. Still, he was ex- 
ceedingly sorry to leave Tornbolo, hav- 
ing become attached to the people. 
'The peasants when he left made a 
most enthusiastic demonstration, cry- 
ing "Viva Don Giuseppe!" while many 
women whose children ho had nursed 
wept copiously. 


He distinguished himself so much at 


Salaano that. he was kept there only 
nine years, which is remarkable In the 
career of an Italian parish priest In 
1875 ho was elected chancellor of tho 
bishopric of.Trovlso, then spiritual di- 
rector of that seminary, Judge of tho 
ecclesiastical tribunal and finally vicar 
general. 


Pope Leo, who had highly appreci- 


ated his cleverness, piety and mod- 
esty, appointed Sarto In November, 
18fi4, at the -age of forty-nine years 
blehop of Mantua, where he remained 
nine years, until 1893, :whon ho waa 
made a cardinal and appointed patri- 
arch of Venice. 


Ho there distinguished himself as

'unctions Sarto answered, "When lam 
there I feel like a fish out of water." 


While in Venice Cardinal Sarto re- 


tained many of the habits he had ac- 
quired as a curate. He disliked pub- 
licity, detested the praise and compli- 
ment of courtiers .and was always 
frank, though timid. 
Though a high 


dignitary in the church, ho was on 
friendly terms with . the king and the 
government* 


Two months before Cardinal Sarto 


became pope King Victor Emmanuel 
went to Venice to open the interna- 
tional art exhibition. The king gave 
orders that the patriarch he given 
precedence over all the local authori- 
ties; but, Sarto, having arrived while 
the king was speaking to the prefect, 
who Is the highest government official 
In the province, refused to be an- 
nounced and said ho would not dis- 
turb his majesty. 
He remained in an 


ante chamber, affably conversing with 
the generals and admirals gathered 
there. 


When the king learned of his pres- 


ence he came to receive him on the 
threshold of the chamber and kept him 
in conversation, accompanying htm 
afterward In a gondola, while all the 
soldiers and guards rendered Sarto 
military honors. 


Made Pontiff In 1903. 


Then came the death of Popo Leo 


XIII., In 1903, and Cardinal Sarto was 
summoned from Venice to assist in 
the election of tha new pope. That ho 
had no expectation of being chosen is 
certain, because when he bought his 
ticket to Homo he bought a return trip. 
He never used it, because he was ele- 
vated to the highest .position in the 
church, and ho never afterward 
left 


the Vatican. 


His predecessor had been an aristo- 


crat and a lover of ceremony and 
pomp. ' Pius X was a peasant, and hft 
hated formality and liked simplicity. 
He immediately made vast changes in 
the mode of life at the. Vatican, but he 
was unable to. do all that he1 would 
have liked to do. 
For Instanco, he 


wanted his sisters to live with him, to 
do his cooking and mend his socks. It 
was explained that this arrangement 
was Impossible. 


Ho had his sisters brought to Homo, 


Intending to have, them live In a house 
within the Vatican grounds, Tho sis- 
ters objected to tho rules • that would 
surround 
them 
under 
tho circum- 


stances, and a flat was rented near by, 
from tho windows of which they could 
wavo graetlngs to their bolovod broth- 
er and could see his signals in reply. 


When tho vote of tho cftrdinflls con- 


Exceptlng1 the breakfast, which con-! 
sisted of a cup of coffee, which he took, 
alone in his study, he partook of all j 
his other meals together with his pri- 
vate secretaries and during the repast 
conversed familiarly with them, -gen- 
erally In tho Venetian dialect. 


The ladies were indebted to him for 


banishing the form of having them 
bow themselves out of his presence. 
With their long trains this was a 
source of worry and embarrassment. 
They didn't have to do it with Plus X. 
He Invariably showed them out In 
chivalrous manner. 


For the first few months of his pon- 


tificate the Vatican cooks had a hard 
time to please the democratic tastes 
of the new pope. The elaborate and 
formal dishes prescribed by long usage 
for tho pope's table he abhorred and 
was never so happy as when his own 
sisters prepared for him a plain Vene- 
tian meal and brought It to the Vati- 
can for his dinner or supper. His aver- 
sion to any elaborate repast compelled 
him at last to discharge the Vatican 
chef and replace him with a Venetian 
who did the cooking for him when 
still a bishop. 


Abolished Court Ceremony. 


One of the traits which mado Plus X. 


very popular to the Roman people and 
to all his personal visitors was the 
democratic way In ^ which he received 
them at the Vatican. 
Under the pre- 


ceding popes a visitor before approach- 
Ing the head of the church was obliged 
to make three formal genuflections, 
one at the threshold of the papal 
apartment, a second Inside the door 
and tho third when approaching the 
pope. 


Pius X, 
however, soon 
dispensed 


with those formalities and had been 
known to go and meet his visitors at 
the very door and escort them out, no 
matter how humble their position In 
life, when they left tho apartment. To 
any one who tried to kneel before him 
Pius X promptly extended his hand 
and insisted on the person rising. 


Among other signs of. tho pope's de- 


mocracy waa tho abolition of many of- 
ficials whose dutios^ had long ceased to 
exist and who had'become purely or- 
namental adjuncts'of tho papal court. 
Had.-he consulted only hia Individual 
desires ho would have abolished tho 
court altogether, but ho realized that 
the exalted offlco ho held demanded a 
certain amount of state, and he put 
asldo his personal. Inclinations in this 
rospoot. 


Forbade Constant Kneeling, 


Arraln. ho forbnflo. the members of 


or having to receive ao many dele- 
gates and discharge so many pressing 
duties, he never exhibited the slightest 
degree of iinpatienco or fatigue. He 
took the liveliest Interest In the prog- 
ress of the picture. 


"I was especially anxious to get the 


color of the eyes correctly, as I be- 
lieve that a portrait painter should 
spend more time and pains on tho eyes 
than any other part of the face. TAe 
eyes are truly the windows of tue soul 
and the key-note of the portrait TVhy, 
father," I said one day after taking a 
careful look at him, 'your eyes are 
blue, llko an Irishman's.' 


Had Fine Sense of Humor. 


" 'Suomo fratelli—we are brothers,' 


said the pope, smiling. Unlike the ma- 
jority of Italians, Plus X had a very 
keen sense of humor, and no one en- 
Joyed a good joke more than ho. 
In 


fact, ha often shocked some stnid and 
pompous old cardinal by laughing: at 
some trivial incident which the lesser 
churchman regarded as merely annoy- 
ing. 'Do you know,' he told mo one 
day, 'that is one of the great disadvan- 
tages of being a pope—you have to be 
so solemn, to take yourself so seriously 
all the time, I do not think God meant 
us to bo sad, and yet If I laugh my 
cardinals are all scandalized.' 


"In that respect, ns well as in a good' 


many others, there was a wide differ- 
ence between Leo XIII. and Pius X 
Leo XIII. was lacking: in a sense of tho 
ridiculous. He smiled almost contin- 
ually, to bo sure, but It was a benig- 
nant, kindly smile, not a humorous one. 
Plus X did not smilo so often—ho was 
too oppressed with the cares and 
weight of his position—but he would 
laugh right out If something funny oc- 
curred. 


"Then, too, Popo Leo was a great 


stickler for dignity; Pius X. was not 
Tho pomp and magnificence and state 
with which ho was surrounded were a 
bore to him. He would have been far 
happier wero ho back In Venice or as 
tho poor parish priest ho was In his 
earlier days." 
. 
' 


Many stories are told of tho early Ufa 


of Popo Pius which throw a light on 
his -later career. 


Was a Musoular Christian, 


Whlla ho was still a poor priest, tho 


curate's house in which ho lived having 
a little garden, ho' used to sponrd his 


courtesy and charity; were unfailing- 
toward all. 


Love Went to All Men. 


Ho onco remarked to a friend in 


Venice, "Good men aro of all coun- 
tries, races, times and classes, but you 
find more of them tilling tho soil than 
manufacturing its products." 


Neither his almost exclusive devo- 


tion to the church nor his multifarious 
duties as. bishop have ever weakened 
the supremacy which his humble par- 
ents have ever enjoyed in his affec- 
tions. Periodically ho would quit tho 
patriarchal palace of Venice and, di- 
vesting himself for the time of. all 
cares and episcopal preoccupations, 
would make a pilgrimage devoutly to 
Rltjse and warmly embrace his par- 
ents, who still continued to gain their 
livelihood In tho samo way as when 
he used to run about the fields as a 
boy, and then enter the parental home 
and chat in the local dialect about by- 
gone times. 


Called Him an Art Critic. 


J. P^ierpont Morgan had an interview 


with Popo Pius in 1905, and in discuss- 
ing the subject later the financier said: 


"I was struck by the Intensely de- 


veloped mentality of Pope Pius. 
He 


had a strongly Intellectual face, with 
piercing eyes, but his smilo was full of 
good will. 


"I admired principally, however, his 


great simplicity of manner and his air 
of absolute sincerity. His democratic 
tendencies appealed to mo. The popo 
declined to permit me to kneel, but 
took ray hand in tho American man- 
ner and gripped it cordially. 


"Tho impression I received from my 


long conversation with him and the 
walk, through th« Vatican was one of 
deep regard for his woll developed 
artistic sense. Ho had an intense and 
daop appreciation ot the beauties and 
glories of tho art treasures of the Vat- 
ican, and his observations and com- 
nvmts wero not thoso of a mere araa- 
tour, but of a trained connoisseur of 
art ' 


"VW6 talked of religion in our coun- 


try, and ,1 was pleased to find that .tho 
popo -was fully cognizant of tho condi- 
tions in the United States, Ho twice 


-not 
more than $2,500 yearly, permit- 


ted no extravagance, and hia eminence 
often was sorely vexed at tho forced 
curtailment of his allowances for the 
needy. When he could devise no oth- 
er plan, it has boon said, he would have 
his bishop's HIIK put in pawn to raise 
funds. The first of each month Cardi- 
nal Sarto's secretary would deliver to 
him the sum that could reasonably be 
expected to be applied to charity and 
would advise caution In Its disburse- 
ment. But in a very short tlmo the 
capital would be gone. 


Appalled by His Election, 


It was on Aug. 4, 1903, that Cardinal 


Sarto was elected pope by forty-two 
votes, one more than the necessary 
two-thirds. 
The sacred college chose 


him, -as in his case there was none of 
the opposition that exist_ed_in the can- 
didacies"6T Cardinals Rampolla, Van- 
nutelli, Gotti and Oreglia. Plus X. was 
elected on tho feast of St. Dominic/ 
one of his favored patron saints. The 
conclave stayed far into tho nigHt to 
persuade him to accept. To tho last 
he hesitated; then, when he must give 
his answer, it was, "If this cup can- 
not pass from me"—he paused, then 
added firmly—"yes." 


He was the first pope in ISO years 


of such humble lineage. Ho never for- 
got that he had been poor. In his first 
encyclical he wrote, "The poor should 
not bo ashamed of their poverty nor 
disdain tho charity of- tho rich, for 
they should have especially in view 
Jesus the Redeemer, who, though he 
might have been born in riches, made 
himself poor in order that: ho might 
ennoble poverty and enrich it without 
morit beyond'prico for heaven" 


Popo Pius X was criticised i>y some 


outeldo tho church and even some 
within it, but all through his rclg-n 
nono could assail the great cardinal 
virtues of this peasant born pontiff. 
Ho was a tireless worker and a rigid 
but Just diBctplinarian. 
Ho mado It 


clear that ho believed that a popo 
should have some liberty. 


His Reforms Stunned Italy, 


Ono innovation of tho now'popo was 


tho discarding of tho closed carriage 
In which other pontlffa.had riddon for 


j dangerously sick until his fatal Illness. 
When he read that he was expected' 
to live to be popo' not more than nine 
years he Is said to have remarked, 
"This time I am going to disappoint 
them." 


The Number 9 In His Life. 


The pope often spoke of the curious 


way In which the figure 9 had been 
a factor in his career. 


For nine years he was a schoolboy 


at lllese, for nine years a student at 
Padua, for nine years a curate at Tom- 
bolo. for nine years a priest at Salzano 
and for nine years a cardinal patriarch 
at Venice. 


When he donned the papal tiara he 


spoke of this, saying, "I will bo pope," 
if God wills, for nine years." 


The figure 9 also appears in his 


numerical order from the first pope, 
St Peter, of Christ's disciples. He was 
No. 259. 


World Honored Him. 
' ' 


On tho fiftieth anniversary oC his 


first mass enipc-rors, kings and repub- 
lics lavished gifts upon tho holy father. 
Women of the United Kingdom sent 
362 chalices to Home. Popo Pius named . 
a commission to revise the Latin Bible, 
and In January, 1909, Mt was said this - 
task would taltc eight or ton years. In 
August, ISO?, the pope criticised an ad-.-^ 
dress of Dr. Charles W. Eliot at Har- * 
vard's summer school on the "Religion1 


of the Future." Dr. Eliot had said the 
new religion 'would not be based upon 
authority, spiritual or temporal, and 
would admit no sacramonta except 
"natural, hallowed customs." 


Plus X, having- no family coat of 


arms, adopted part of those of two ' 
bishops of TrevisQ, hia friends, and 
preserved his arms as patriarch of 
Venice. His escutcheon or shield was 
oval, and the crest, which was' exclu- 
sively his, consisted of a tiara with 
fanons or flaps and St Peter's keys in 
saltiro above tho- chief, "it was nei- 
ther an Imperious nor strictly ecclesi- 
astical popo I represented "on cnnvas/r 
said a painter for whom Popo Pius 
onco aat, "but rather nn Indulgent, , 
pitying and deeply religious pope."

SOOO Ger- 


mans wero killed. 
We are undoubt- 


edly tifife here even if tho 
Germans 


should reach thin city, but it is prob- 
lematical where we can go, Or when. 


My only money is American

house us for -the night in the village 
on this side of the 
frontier. 


Arriving at Vervier, we found that 


the trains were not running and ob- 
tained an auto to carry us to Liege, 
where we obtained a train for Brus- 
sels. Had we been half an hour later, 
we could not have come through be- 
cause war had been declared by Ger- 
many against Belgium, and tho na- 
tives, even the women, were out dig- 
ging trenches across the roads.

An entire change in the plan of campaign may be brought about by the finding of an 


opening to the north by the German armies in Belgium. 
This was admitted in an 


official communication from Brussels today which said the Germans had gained ground on 
both tiaftks of the Meuse and are in contact with the allies^'" 


It adds that the Belgians having done all that could be expected by holding the in- 


vaders in check for 15. days, their strategy will now be merged into the general plan of 
the allied armies. 


It concludes, with the significant sentence that "the retrograde movement does not 


mean defeat," implying that the Belgians had been operating hitherto by themselves in 
checking the Germans while the French and British have been making preparations to 
meet the advancing German forces. 


REPORT THAT BRUSSELS HAS FALLEN 


Rumors that Brussels has fallen into German hands were persistently current in Paris 


but no confirmation could be obtained. The Belgian capital was known certainly to be 
threatened by daring German cavalry who had reached the forest of Sergines, flanking the 
city. All the approaching roads had been barricaded and entrenched. Four of the Brussels 
hospitals are filled with wounded soldiers. 


Antwerp apparently is the temporary .goal of .the.German troops in Belgium. They are 


•eported moving slowly but steadily in the direction of the great, fortified port on the river 
Scheldt. 
^ The German-soldiers have occupied .the. town of Tirlemont and their masses, 


pushing in from the frontier, are believed .to. have come into contact with the allies' line 
of front. 


Gumbinnen, a German town 20 miles from, the -Russian frontier, has been occupied 


by the Russians, who, according to Russian official, advices, captured 12 German field-guns 
and took many prisoners.

Tho shortage of help is acuto all

FOR NEW CROPS 
The state forester, F. "W. Rane, sends 


out the following circular relative to 
the collection of white pine seed: 


This is a whits pine seed year. Just 
look at the 
pine trees 
loaded with 
cones. If these cones are collected be- 
fore they open, and are cared for, the 
scales.will open up and the seed will 
drop out. There are two seeds under 
each scale 
and each has a wing at- 


tached to ft. 
These rones, now green, 


within a few weeks turn brown and 
they open up while still hanging on the 
tree. It is at this time that the seeds 
fall out and scatter about the country. 
In order to secure the seed, therefore, 
collect before they are fully ripe. Us- 
ually the last week In August or the 
first week in September is about 
the 
best time to gather the harvest. Be- 
ware of waiting: too long, for.it . is 
better to collect early than late, when 
they begin to shell out. I have seen 
the 
German foresters picking them 
when they were still green. The seeris 
are probably mature even now and 
one can observe the squirrels 
very 


busy tearing the cones to pieces' to 
feast on the seed. A bushel of cones 
before they open will produce about a 
pound of seed. We Americans should 
get into tho habit of harvesting this 
seed crop just the same as we do any 
other; it has market value and surely 
there is plenty of waste or depleted 
lands that should be planted. 
White 


pine as a forest crop Is well worthy of 
our attention. Now is a good time to 
interest our boys and girls in a branch 
of practical forestry.

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THE LATE PIUS X., " PEAS ANT POPE," AS 


PRIEST, PATRIARCH, CARDINAL, PONTIFF 


T 


HE late Plus.X, known as "the 


peasant pope," was born of 
humble parents oh Juno 2, 
1836, In the-obscure little town 


oMlleoe, Italy.. He was.the elder of 
.two brothers and had six sisters. The 
family name was Sarto, which means 
tailor In Italian, and he-wan christened 
Giuseppe, .which means. Joseph, but he 
was known to his mother and sisters 
always by tha diminutive Beppo. The 
family was so pool' that. the sisters 
never, wore hats and even refused to, 
wear, them when! In later years they 
went to Homo to sea thelr'littlo Beppo 
seated In all magnificence' upon'-the 
papal throne. And to the horror 6£ all 
the dignitaries : they still insisted on 
calling him Beppo, but no'cour.tler ever 
dared remonstrate and face that quiz- 
zical but beautiful smile that was-a 
' distinguishing " feature 'of the lovable 
personality of Pius X 


The early We of the future pope was 


typical of his birth;and worldly posl- 
'tion, except'that he loved to study 
more than does .'the average boy and 
soon attracted the-attention of his su- 
periors at the Salosian Institute at 
Cottolcngo. who later. helped his fa- 
ther In defraying, the expenses of his' 
long education. " . 


Won Way by Study. 


Ho won..many prizes and scholar- 


ships, and these resulted In his being 
sent to college at' Padua, one of the 
most noted universities In the world. 


Many stories have been told regard- 


thorough reformer, 
suppressing., all 


abuses,, restoring the. dignity, of the 
clergy and the earnestness of religion. 


• ; 
. - Popular With Officials: 


From this, appointment'rose heated 


polemics between the holy see and the 
Italian government. The latter, as heir 
to the ancient privileges granted by 
the pope to the republic of. Venice, 
maintained'that It had the right to 
choose and appoint the'patrlarch. Tho 
government, 
however, after - having 


lorig refused Its exequatur, eventually 
granted It to. 'Sarto, who, meanwhile, 
succeeded • In gaining' general esteem. 
Including that of the government offi- 
cials. 


Tho Italian cabinet ministers had no 


feeling against "Sarto personally. 
In 


fact, he 'might quite well-have been 
th"lr choice- If the papacy had, not 
wished him. but It.was a political ques- 
tion on which, however, they soon gave 
way. 


'Sarto became the Idol of the Vene- 


tians. 
"When 
his 
gondola 
went 


through the canals the people rushed 
on the bridges and along the sides of 
the canals, kneeling and saluting, the 
women exclaiming, "God bless the pa- 
triarch.'" 


Learned to Love Venice. 


Cardinal Sarto learned to love Ven- 


ice as Venice learned to love him. He 
did not visit Rome more often than his 
duties 'demanded, and when asked if 
he enjoyed the gorgeousness of the pa-, 
pal court and the magnificence of the 


ferred on him the highest dignity In 
the church he perceived at a glance 
that as a son of the people It would 
'be his best policy as p6pe to continue 
In the democratic ways to .which • he 
bad been accustomed for so long.. 
• 


Refused to "Ride In a Box." 


On the very day he was elected, 


when the sedlarl brought tho sedan 
chair 'to carry him to. his apartments 
from tho conclave-hall, ho gently but 
firmly protested that he would rather 
walk than ride In a.box. .For days after 
that the master of tho chamber had 
the sedan chair waiting in the popes 
antechamber.-but the determination of 
Piusv X. to decline to use ' it never 
changed, and finally the chair had to 
be relegated to the 'attic. 


The same happened with the por- 


table throne which the popes have al- 
ways used when going to and from a 
ceremony. Only In a few solemn oc- 
casions, when the ceremonies had to 
be held In St Peter's, Pius X con- 
sented to sit on this throne, but on all 
other Instances, when the ceremonies 
were to take place in the Vatican pal- 
ace Itself, he always walked to the 
meeting place. 
i 


The democratic manners of Plus X. 


were very popular with his intimate 
secretaries and the prelates of his" en- 
tourage; Soon after his election. find- 
Ing that custprn prescribed that the 
pope should take his meals all by him- 
self, he rebelled and ordered that the 
table be always set for. six persons. 


his establishment kneeling whenever 
ho passed, as had been the custom for 
centuries., Such perpetual homage, tho 
inability to walk in tho garden or in 
the corridors of the Vatican without 
every person kneeling, grated on him. 


The first man to gain tho privilege of 


painting tho portrait of Pope Plus X. 
was Henry J. Thaddeus, a British art- 
ist, who was a native of Ireland and a, 
Catholic. 
j 


"I was staying In Rome at the tlniOj 


of Leo XIII.'s death," said tho artist I 
after tho picture was finished, "and as | 
soon as his successor, was chosen 1 j 
sent In my application for permission> 
to paint his portrait. Fortunately 
11 


had a friend among the cardinals, i 
and through his influence, after many 
weary days of waiting, I was told that 
tho pope would be graciously pleased 
to see me and give me some sittings. It 
was then the middle of August, and 
Rome was almost unbearably hot. 
I 


hardly know whom I pitied the more, 
the holy father, swathed In his heavy 
pontifical robes, or myself, dressed In 
evening clothes and sweating gallons 
at every pore. I really believe*! could 
have wrung the water out of my suit 


Patient and Kind. 


"The patience and kindness of the 


pope during tho four sittings" were re- 
markable, especially when one consid- 
ers how worn out he was with attend- 
ing to ecclesiastical affairs, which oc- 
cupied him nearly every moment of 
the day. Yet, In spite of all the worry 


spare hours in tho open air reading his 
breviary., A wall separated the garden 
from the public roade, and In this once 
several young men stopped to talk ex- 
citedly, and one of" them resorted to 
profane words. 
No sooner had he 


spoken than Don Giuseppe, leaping 
over the wall, bestowed upon tho Ir- 
reverent fellow such a tremendous 
blow that It felled him and Inspired the 
others with a wholesome consideration 
for Don Giuseppe's persuasive powers. 


He was already cardinal when he 


boasted still with n well known mon- 
sljnore.of being able to frighten alone 
a gang' of thieves or robbers at night 
and proved It by confronting once In 
a lonely country road a handful of ruf- 
fians who attempted to. disturb him 
and by often going out In tho night all 
alone with only a latchkey in his pock- 
et when called to the sick and dying. 


Visited Dying Atheist. 


Once, among others, ho was inform- 


ed that a man who had long been a 
friend of his, although a freethinker, 
was on- his deathbed. Tho hour was 
quite late. Ho sent to inquire whether 
the dying man would like to see once 
more "his friend Sarto." Tho answer 
was affirmative, and Bishop Sarto went 
as a friend, not as a Roman Catholic 
priest, to'comfort with pure human 
sympathy, the death of tho atheist Ho 
often maintained personal friendly re- 
lations with Jews and other Individuals 
of various political opinions, and his 


remarked that Americans were very 
good Christians." 


In tho Illness that cut, all too short, 


his remarkable career Pope Plus X. 
was a marvel of patience and good 
temper. Tho smile and the thank'you 
followed every sen-Ice, even the small- 
est, done for him. and even when he 
was In great pain no word of protest 
left his lips. 


Among- tho well nigh countless stories 


of his personality Is tho following: 


Ono day when ho was bishop of 


Mantua one of his three unmarried 
sisters, who kept house for him, as 
they 
subsequently 
did 
when their 


brother was patriarch of Venice, -went 
to him to report that somebody had 
stolen the meat she had left on the 
stove for their dinner. 
The bishop, 


with a twlnltio in his eye, suggested 
that it might have been the cat. 


"The cat, indeed!" replied the sister 


in ridicule. . "Tho cat does not carry 
off likewise the broth pot." 


"My dear sister," 
then 
said tho 


bishop gently, "if you wish to know, 
it was I who carried it off. A "poor 
man came In and told me his -wife 
was ill in bed and needed broth, and I 
gave it to him already made." 


Pawned His Ring For Charity, 


St. Bernardo delle Terme was tho 


title Pope Leo bestowed upon Bishop 
Sarto when his holiness elevated him 
to the cardlnalate. 
Cardinal Sarto's 


sole article of value was an episcopal 
ring, the gift of friends. His revenues, 


an open one. When Plus X. opened 
•he Vatican for an exhibition of ath- 
etics at a great Catholic athletic fes- 
.ival Italy was . aghast. 
Addressing 


tho boys, the pope said: "I bless your 
Barnes and athletic exercises. 
While 


they make your bodies healthy and . 
strong, they are certain also to havo 


powerful and beneficent Influence on 


r'our minds." 
The pontiff had beeri 


used to exercise, and the close cqnr 
flnement of his new life harassed him. 


Numerous stories have been told 


ibout the pope's objections to such 
restrictions as the Vatican Imposed 
upon1 him; but, while no doubt exag- ' 
gerated Ih many instances, it was 
known that Pope Plus X would have 
liked more freedom than he felt war- 
ranted In demanding or taking. 
He 


caused a stir by deciding to close tho 
celebrated Academy For Noble Ecclesi- 
astics, which for more than three, cen- 
turies had supplied the church with 
diplomats and cardinals and which 
was founded by Cardinal Imperial! for 
the 
diplomatic 
training of 
Italian 


nobles who wished to follow an ec- 
clesiastical career. The object of Pope 
Pius was to utilize tho funds required 
to maintain the academy In. other 
ways for the good of the church. 


Rumors regarding the pope's health 


wero circulated at frequent Intervals. 
Some suid the holy father suffered 
from gout and others that his heart 
was affected. 
But Pope Pius X., so 


far as tho public knew, had never been 


Ing the liberality of Plus X and of 
his willingness at all times to give 
anything and everything he possessed 
to those less fortunate than himself. 
There Is no Incident, however, in the 
pontiff's career which stands out so 
prominently and Is as characteristic 
of him us that which occurred while 
he was still a youth at school. 


One day Beppo entered the home of 


an old peasant with whom he was ac- 
quainted, only to find his friend bed- 
ridden and in danger of starving to 
death. Of money Beppo had none, and 
he thereupon decided to share his food 


1 with the poor old fellow. 


Every day for nearly three months 


the future pope ate only a small por- 
tion of the food provided by the semi- 
nary, carrying the remainder to the 
Invalid. The sacrifice on Beppo's part 
was brought to an end only, by the 
death of the aged peasant 


Was Fun Loving Boy. 


' That Plus X In his boyhood days 
was as full of animal spirits and mis-' 
chlevoiisness as the average boy every- 
where is -evident from tho remark 
made by an old farmer of Rlcse, who, 
on being told that Giuseppe Sarto had 
been made pope, exclaimed: 


"Not Beppo—not that little rascal! 


Many are the cherries he has taken off 
my trees, me underneath tho tree with 
a stick and he bidding me defiance 
and pelting mo with stones." 


Pius X was only twenty-three years 


of age when he was consecrated a 
priest at Castel Franco, the birthplace 
of the great Master Glorglone, acting 
afterward for nine years as coadjutor 
to the parish priest of Tombolo. prov- 
ince oJ Padua, a small village of 3.000 
people, who. were the' first to appreci- 
ate his virtues. His kindness was un- 
tiring. He sought- to fill their wants, 
and never a murmur.was heard when 
he -was called In the middle of a win- 
ter night to a deathbed which proved 
to be nothing of the kind. He gave 
freely of .his small, means until he often 
went. .without meals himself, but he 
kept niany a poor family from starva- 
tion. 


Idol of His Parishioners. 


:In -1867 he was 'appointed parish 
priest at Salzano, which.wao consider- 
ed an important promotion, being a 
village of 3.600 souls. Still, ho was ex- 
ceedingly sorry-to leave Tombolo, hav- 
ing become attached . to the people. 
The peasants when ho loft made a 
most enthusiastic, demonstration,. cry- 
Ing "Viva, Don Giuseppe!" while'many 
women whose children ho had nursed 
wept copiously. 
- He distinguished himself so much at 
Sa.lza.no that" ho' was kept there only 
nine yean, which Is remarkable In the 
career of an Italian parish prleat. In 
1176 he was elected chancellor ot tho 
bishopric of Trevlso, then spiritual di- 
rector of that seminary, judgo o£ the 
ecclesiastical tribunal'and. finally vicar 
general. 


Pope Leo, who had highly appreci- 


ated his . cleverness, piety and mod- 
esty, appointed Sarto in November, 


- 1884, at tho ago of forty-nlno years, 


bishop of-Mantua, whore, ho remained 
nine years, until 189S, when ho was 
made a cardinal arid appointed patri- 
arch of Venice. 


He there distinguished himself "as o

functions Sarto answered. "When I am 
there I feel like a fish out of water." 


While in Venice Cardinal Sarto re- 


tained many of the habits'he had ac- 
quired as a curate. He disliked pub- 
licity, detested the praise and compli- 
ment 
of courtiers and was always 


frank, though timid. Though a high 
dignitary In the church, ho was on 
friendly terms with the king and the 
government 


Two months before Cardinal Sarto 


became pope King Victor Emmanuel 
went to Venice to open the interna- 
tional art exhibition. 
The king gave 


orders that the patriarch be given 
precedence over all the local authori- 
ties; but, Sarto, having arrived .while 
the king was speaking to the prefect, 
who Is the highest government official 
In the province, refused to be an- 
nounced and said he would not dis- 
turb his majesty. .He remained in an 
ante chamber, affably conversing with 
the generals and. admirals gathered 
there. 


When the king learned.of his pres- 


ence he came to ' receive him on the 
threshold of tho chamber and kept him 
In conversation, 
accompanying him 


afterward In a gondola, while all the 
soldiers and guards rendered Sarto 
military honors.- 
. 
- 


Made Pontiff In 1903. 


'. Then came the death :of Pope Leo 
XIII., In 1903, and Cardinal Sarto was 
summoned from 'Venice to assist In 
tho election of the new pope. . That he 
had-no- expectation .of being chosen Is 
certain, because when he bought his 
ticket to Rome he bought.a.return trip. 
He never used It, because ho was ele- 
vated to the highest position In the 
church,' and ho never afterward 
left 


the .Vatican. 


His predecessor had been an aristo- 


crat and a lover of ceremony and 
pomp. Pius X. was a peasant and ho 
hated formality and liked simplicity. 
He immediately, mado vast changes In 
tKe mode of life at tho Vatican, but ho 
was unable to do all that ho would 
have -liked to do. 
For Instance, he 


wanted.his sisters to live with him, to 
do his cooking and mend his pocks. It 
was explained that this arrangement 
was impossible. . 
..Ho had his Bisters brought to Rome, 
Intending to have them live hva house 
within tho Vatican grounds. The sis- 
ters objected to the rules that would 
surr.ound them under tho circum- 
stances, and a flat was rented near by, 
from tho windows of which they could 
.wave greetings to their beloved broth- 
er and could see his-signals In reply. 


When tho vote of tho cardinals _con- 


Sxcepting the breakfast, which con- 
sisted of a-cup of coffee, which he took 
alone In his study, he partook of all 
ils other meals together with his prl- 
'ate secretaries and during the repast 
conversed familiarly with them, gen- 
erally in the Venetian dialect. 


The ladies wero Indebted to'him for 


banishing the 'form of having them 
bow' themselves out of his. presence. 
With their long trains this was a 
source of .worry -and embarrassment 
They didn't have to do it with/Plus X 
He 'invariably showed them out in 
chivalrous manner. 
. 


For the first few months of hlg pon- 


tificate the Vatican cooks' had a hard 
time to please the democratic tastes 
of the new pope. The elaborate and 
formal dishes prescribed by long usage 
for the pope's' table he abhorred and 
was never so happy as~wh.cn his own 
sisters prepared for him a plain Vene- 
tian meal and brought It'to the Vati- 
can for his dinner or supper.. His aver- 
sion to any elaborate repast compelled 
him at last to discharge the Vatican 
chef and replace him with a Venetian 
who did the cooking for him when 
still a bishop. 


Abolished Court Ceremony. 


One of the traits which made Pius X 


very popular to .the Roman people and 
to all his personal visitors was tho 
democratic way in which ho received 
them at the Vatican. Under the pre- 
ceding popes a visitor before approach- 
Ing the head of the church was obliged 
to make three, formal genuflections, 
one at the threshold of the papal 
apartment a second Insldo the door 
and the third when approaching the 
pope.

Plus X., however, soon dispensed 


with these formalities and had been 
known to go and meet-his visitors at 
tho very door arid escort them out, no 
matter how humble their position In 
life, when they left tho .apartment. To 
any one who tried to kneel before him 
Plus X pro'mptly , extended his hand 
and Insisted on tho person rising. 


Among other signs of the pope's de- 


mocracy was tho abolition of many of- 
ficials w.'nose duties had long censed to 
exist and who had become purely or- 
namental adjuncts of tho papal court, 
Had .ho consulted only his individual 
desires he would have abolished tho 
court altogether, but ho' realized that 
the exalted office ho held 'demanded a 
certain amount, of' state, and ho put 
aside his personal Inclinations In this 
respect 
- . ... . 


Forbad* ContUnt Kneeling. 


.Again, ho forbade the members of 


of having to receive so many dele-' 
gates and discharge so many pressing 
duties, he never exhibited the slightest 
degree of impatience or fatigue, H» 
took the liveliest interest In the prog- 
ress of the picture. 


"I was especially anxious to get the 


color of the eyes correctly, as I be- 
lieve that a portrait painter should 
spend more time and pains on the eyes 
than any other part of -the face. Tie 
eyes are truly the windows of the soul 
and the keynote of the portrait 'Why, 
father,' I said one day after taking a 
careful look at him, 'your eyes are 
blue, like an Irishman's.' 


Had Fine Sense of Humor. 


" 'Suomo fratelli—we are brothers,' 


said the pope, smiling. Unlike the ma- 
jority ot Italians, Pius X had a very 
keen sense of humor, and no one. en- 
joyed a good joke more than he. • In 
fact, ho often shocked some staid and 
pompous old cardinal by laughing at 
some trivial incident which the lesser 
churchman regarded as merely annoy- 
ing. 'Do you know,' ho told me one 
das', 'that Is one of the great disadvan- 
tages of being a pope—you have to be 
so solemn, to take yourself so seriously 
all tho time. I do not think God meant 
us to be sad, and yet If I laugh my 
cardinals are all scandalized.' 


"In that respect, as well as in a good 


many others, there was a wide differ- 
ence between L'eo XIII. and Plus X. 
Leo XIII. was lacking In a sense of the 
ridiculous. Ho smiled almost contin- 
ually, to bo sure, but it was a benig- 
nant, kindly smile, not a humorous ono. 
Plus X did not smilo so often—ho was 
too oppressed with tho cares and 
weight o£ his position—but ho would, 
laugh right out If something funny oc- 
curred. 


"Then, too, Pope Leo was a great 


stickler for dignity; Plus X. was not 
Tho pomp and magnificence and state 
with which he was surrounded were a 
bore to him. Ho would have been far 
happlor wore ho back in Venice or as 
tho poor parish priest ho was .in his 
earlier days." 


Many stories are told ot tho early life 


of Pope Pius which throw a light on 
his later career. 


Was a Muscular Christian. 


While ho was still a poor priest, the 


curate's house in which he lived.having 
a little garden, he used to spend his 


courtesy and charity were trnfalllngr! 
toward all. 


Uov. Went'to All Men. ' 


H» once remarked to a friend In 


Venice, "Good men are of all coun- 
tries, races, .times and classes, but you 
and more of them tilling the soil than 
manufacturing Its products." 


Neither his almost exclusive devo1 


tlon to the church nor his multifarious 
duties as bishop have ever weakened 
the supremacy which his humble par- 
ents have ever enjoyed In his affec- 
tions. Periodically he would quit the., 
patriarchal palace. of Venice and, di- 
vesting himself for the time of all 
cares and episcopal 
preoccupations, 


would make a pilgrimage devoutly to 
Kiose and warmly embrace his par- 
ents, who still continued to gain their 
livelihood. In the same way as when 
he used to run about the fields LS a 
boy, and then enter the parental home 
and chat in tho local dialect about by- 
gone times. 


Called Him an Art Critic, 


J. Pierpont Morgan had an Interview 


with Pope Pius in 1905, and in discuss- 
ing the subject later the financier said: 


"I was struck by the intensely de- 


veloped mentality of Pope Pius. 
He 


had a strongly intellectual face, with 
piercing eyes, but his smile was full of 
good will. 
. 
• 
. 
. 


"I admired principally, however, his 


great simplicity of manner and his air 
ot absolute sincerity. His democratic 
tendencies appealod to me. The pope 
declined to permit me to kneel, but 
took ray hand, in tho American man- 
ner and gripped it cordially. 
' 


^"Tho Impression I received from my 
long conversation with him and the 
walk through the Vatican was one of 
deep regard for his well developed 
artUtio sense.' Ho had an Intense and 
deep appreciation of the beauties and 
glories of tho art treasures of the Vat- 
ican, and his observations and com- 
•rnents wero not.thoso of a more'ama- 
teur, but of a' trained connoisseur of 
art.

'•TVs talked, of religion In our coun- 


try, and I was pleased to find that tho 
pope .was fully cognizant of the condi- 
tions in the United States. He twlco 
1 


not more than $2,500 yearly, permit- 
tod no extravagance, and his eminence 
often was sorely vexed. at the forced 
curtailment of his allowances for the 
needy. When he could devise no oth- 
er plan, it has been said, he would have 
hla bishop's ring put in pawn to raise 
funds. The first of each montli Cardi- 
nal Sarto's secretary would deliver to 
him the sum that could reasonably bo 
expected to be applied to charity and 
would advise caution in Its disburse- 
ment 
But In a very short time the 


capital would be gone. 


Appalled by His Election. 


It was on Aug. 4, 1903, that Cardinal 


Sarto was elected pope by forty-two 
votes, one more than the necessary 
two-thirds. 
The sacred • college chose 


him, as in his case there was none of 
the opposition that existed In the can- 
didacies of Cardinals Rampolla. Van- 
nutelli, Gotti and Oreglla. Plus X was 
elected on the feast of St. Dominic, 
one of his favored patron saints. The 
conclave stayed far Into the night to 
persuade him to accept. To the last 
ho hesitated; then, when ho must K!VO 
his answer, it was, "It this cup can- 
not pass from me"—he paused, then 
added firmly—"yes." 


Ho was the first pope In 150 years 


of such humble Uncage. He never for- 
got that he had been poor. In his first 
encyclical he wrote, "The poor should 
not be ashamed of their poverty nor 
disdain tho charity of the rich, for 
they should havo especially in view 
Jesus the Redeemer, who, though he 
might have been born in riches, made 
himself poor In order that ho might 
ennoble poverty and enrich it without 
merit beyond price for heaven." 


Popo Pius X. was criticised by somo 


outside the- church and even some 
within It, but all through his reign 
none - could assail the. great cardinal 
virtues of this peasant born pontiff 
Ho was a tireless "worker and a rigid 
but Just disciplinarian. 
Ho mado It 


clear that ho believed that a pope 
should have some liberty. 


His Reforms Stunned Italy. 


One innovation of the now pope was 


tho discarding of tho closed carriage 
in which other pontiffs had ridden for 


dangerously slob until his fatal Illness, 
When he read that he was expected 
to live to bo pope not-more than nln»' 
years he is'said to have remarked;- 
"This time I am going to disappoint 
them." 


Tho Number 9 In His Lifo. 


The pope often spoke of tho curious 


way In which the figure 9 had been 
a factor in his career. 


For nine years he was a schoolboy 


at'Rleso, for nine years a student'at' 
Padua, for nine years a curate at Tom- 
bolo, for nine years a priest at Salzano 
and for nine years a cardinal patriarch 
at Venice. 


When he donned the papal tiara • ha' 


•spoke of this, saying, "I will be pope, 
if God wills, for nine years." 


The figure 9 also appears In' his 


numerical order from the first pope, 
St. Peter, of Christ's disciples. He w'ai 
No. 259. 


World Honored Him.- 


On tho fiftieth anniversary of his 


first mass emperors, kings and repub- 
lics lavished gifts upon the. holy father. 
Women of the United Kingdom,sent 
362 chalices to Rome. Pope Plus:named 
a commission to revise the Latin Blbl". 
and in January, 1909, it was said this 
task would take eight or ten years In 
August, 1909, tho pope criticised an ad- 
dress of Dr. Charles W. .Eliot at Har- 
vard's summer school on tho' "Religion 
of the Future," Dr. Eliot.had said tha 
new religion would-not-be. based uport 
authority, spiritual. or temporal, and. 
would admit no sacraments except 
"natural, hallowed customs." 


Plus X., having.no family coat of 


arms, adopted part of those' of two 
bishops of Treviso, 'hia friends, anrt 
preserved. his arms a's patriarch ot 
Venice. His escutcheon or shield was 
oval, and the crest, which vyas exclu- 
sively his, consisted of a tiara with 
fanons or flaps and St Peter's keys In ' 
aaltlro above tno"'chlef.

ther an Imperious i nor strictly ecclesi? 
asttcal pope I'represented on comas,',1 
said a. painter for whom' Pope - P.I'm 
once sat, 'but rather an Indulgent.

This was admitted in an 


official communication from Brussels today which said the Germans had gained ground'on 
both banks of the Meuse and are.in contact with the allies. 


It adds that the Belgians having done all that could be expected by holding the in- 


vaders in check for 15 days, their strategy will now be merged into the general plan of 
the allied armies. 


It concludes with the significant sentence that "the retrograde - movement 'does not 


mean defeat," implying that the Belgians had been operating hitherto by themselves in 
checking the-Germans while, the French and British have, been making preparations to 
meet the advancing German forces. 


REPORT THAT BRUSSELS HAS FALLEN 


Rumors that Brussels has fallen into German hands were persistently current in Paris 


but no confirmation could be obtained. 
The Belgian capital was known certainly to be 


threatened by daring German cavalry who had" reached the forest of Sergines, flanking the 
city. All the approaching roads had been'barricaded and entrenched. Four of the Brussels 
hospitals are filled with wounded soldiers.

Antwerp apparently is the temporary goalo'f'the German troops in Belgium. They are 


reported moving slowly but steadily in the direction'of the great fortified port on the river 
Scheldt. 
The German soldiers have occupied the town' of Tirlemont and their masses, 


pushing in from the'frontier, are believed'to have'come into contact with the allies' line 
of front. 


Gumbinnen, a German town 20 miles from the Russian frontier, has been occupied 


by the Russians; who, according to Russian official advices, captured 12 German field guns 
and took many prisoners. 


News of military developments issued by the official bureaus becomes more brief as 


the great -masses of Germans and Austrians approach the opposing forces of the Bel- 
gians, French and British, 'and indications of the position occupied are entirely suppressed. 


TO 
IGNORE JAPAN'S ULTIMATUM 


Reports in Brussels asserted a. battle had occurred,near Charleroi in which the Ger- 


mans were supposed to have suffered a loss of six thousand. 
This was not confirmed 


by any official source. - 


Reports were current in many European quarters today that Germany had decided 


not to comply with Japan's .ultimatum' calling for the German evacuation of Kiao-Chau and 
the abandonment of the eastern seas by German war vessels. 
Holland is said to feel 


uneasiness in regard to her East Indian colonies in view of Japan's attitude.

FOR NEW CROPS 
The state forester. F. W. Kane, sends 


out the following: circular relative 
the collection of white pine seed. 


This Is a white pine seed year. Just 
look at the pine trees loaded with 
cones. If these rones are collected he- 
fore they open, and nre cared for, the 
scales will open up and the seed 
wil: 


drop out. There are two seeds under 
each scale and each has a wing at- 
tached to It. These cones, now green, 
within a few weeks turn brown 
and 


they open up while still hanging- on the 
tree. It is at this time iliat the seeds 
fall out and scatter about the country. 
In order to secure the seed, therefore, 
collect before they are fully ripe. Us- 
ually the last week In August or the 
first week in September is about 
the 


best time to gather the harvest. Be- 
ware of waiting too long, for it Is 
better to collect early than late, when 
they begin to shell out. I have seen 
the 
German 
foresters picking- them 


when they were still green. The seeds 
are probably mature even now and 
one can observe the 
squirrels 
very 


busy tearing the cones to pieces to 
feast on the seed. A bushel of cones 
before they open will produce about 
pound of seed. We Americans should 
get into the habit of harvesting 
this 


seed crop just the same as we do any 
other; it has market value and surely 
there is plenty of waste or depleted 
lands that should be planted.

pino as a forest crop is well worthy of 
our attention. Now Is a g-dod time to 
interest our boys and girls In a branch 
of practical forestry.

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THE LATE PIUS X., "PEASANT 


PRIEST, PAT 


T 


HE late' Pius X.. known as "the 


peasant popo," was born of 
humble parents on June 2, 
1835, in tho obscure little town 


of Riese, Italy. Ho was the elder of 
two brothers and had six slaters. The 
family name was Sarto, which' means 
tailor In Italian, and ho was christened 
Giuseppe, which means Joseph, but he 
was known to his mother and sisters 
always by the diminutive Beppo. The 
family was so poor that the sisters 
never, wore hats and even refused-to 
wear them when In later years they 
went to .Rome to B^B their little Boppo 
seated In all magnificence upon the 
papal throne. ^And to tho horror of all 
the dignitaries they still Insisted on 
calling- him Beppo, but no courtier ever 
dared remonstrate and face that quiz- 
zical but beautiful smile that was a 
distinguishing: feature of the lovable 
personality of Pius X 


The early life of the future pope -was 


typical of his birth and worldly posi- 
tion, except that he loved to study 
more than does .the average boy and 
Boon attracted the attention of his su- 
periors at the Salesian institute, at 
Cottolengo, who later helped his fa- 
ther in defraying tho expenses of his 


> long1 education. 


Won Way by Study.. 


He won many, prizes and scholar- 


ships, and these resulted in his being 
sent to college at Padua, one of the 
most noted universities in tho world. 


Many stories have been told regard- 


thorough

abuses, restoring the dignity of the 
clergy and the earnestness of religion. 


r 
Popular With Official*. 


From this appointment rose heated 


polemics between the holy see and tho 
Italian government. The latter, as heir 
to tho ancient privileges granted by 
tho pope to tho republic of Venice, 
maintained that it had the right to 
choose and appoint the patriarch. The 
government, however, after 
having: 


long refused its exequatur, eventually 
granted it to Sarto, who, meanwhile, 
ouccocdcd in gaining senera! esteem, 
Including that of the government offi- 
cials. 


The Italian cabinet ministers had no 


feeling1 against Sarto personally. In 
fact, he might1 quite well -have been 
th»Ir choice if the papacy had not 
wished him, but It was a political ques- 
tion on which, however, they soon gave 
way. 


Sarto became the idol of the Vene- 


tians. 
When 
his 
gondola 
went 


through the canals the people rushed 
on the bridges and along the sides of 
the canals, kneeling and saluting, the 
women exclaiming, "God bless the pa- 
triarch!" ' 


* 
Learned to Love Venice. 


Cardinal Sarto learned to love Ven- 


ice as Venice learned to love him. He 
did not visit Rome more often than his 
duties demanded, and when asked if 
he enjoyed the gorgeousness of the pa- 
pal court and the magnificence of tho

ferred on him the highest dignity In 
the church he perceived at' a glance 
that as a son of the people it would 
be his best policy as pope to continue 
In tho democratic ways to which he 
had been accustomed for so long.- 


Refused to "Ride In a Box." 


On tho very day ho was elected, 


when the sediari brought tho sedan 
chair to carry him to Ills apartments 
from the conclave hall, he gently but 
firmly protested that he would rather 
walk than ride in a box. For days alter 
that the master of the chamber had 
tho sedan chair waiting in tho pope's 
antechamber, but the determination of 
Plus X. to decline to use It never 
changed, and finally the chair had to 
be relegated to the attic. 


Tho same happened with the por- 


table throne which the popes have al- 
ways used when going to and from a 
ceremony. Only In a few solemn oc- 
casions, when the ceremonies had to 
be held in St. Peter's, Pius X. con- 
sented to sit on this throne, but on all 
other instances, when tho ceremonies 
were to take place in the Vatican pal- 
ace • itself, he always walked to the 
meeting .'place. 


Tho democratic manners of Pius X. 


were very popular with his Intimate 
secretaries arid the prelates of his en- 
tourage. Soon after his election, find- 
ing that custom prescribed that the 
pope should take his meals all by him- 
self, he rebelled and ordered that the 
table be always set for six persons. 


jiis establishment kneeling whenever 
ho passed, as had been the custom for 
centuries. Such perpetual homage, the 
Inability to walk In tho garden or In 
the corridors of • tho Vatican without 
every person kneeling, grated on him. 


The first man to gain the privilege of 


painting the portrait of Popo Plus X. 
was Hvnry J. Thaddeus, a British art- 
ist, who was a native of Ireland and a 
Catholic. 


"I. was staying in Rome at tho timo 


of Leo Xni.'s death," said tho artist 
after the picture was finished, "and as 
soon as his successor was chosen I 
sent in my application for permission 
to paint his portrait. 
Fortunately- I 


had a friend among" the cardinals, 
and through his Influence, after many 
weary days of waiting. I was told that 
the pope would be graciously pleased 
to sec me and give mo somo sittings. It 
was then the middle of August, and 
Rome was almost unbearably hot. 
I 


hardly know whom I pitied the. more, 
the holy father, swathed In his heavy 
pontifical robes, or myself, dressed in 
evening clothes and sweating gallons 
at every pore. I really believe I could 
have wrung the water out of my suit 


Patient and Kind. 


"The patience and kindness of tho 


pope during the four sittings wero re- 
markable, especially when one consid- 
ers how. worn out ho was with attend- 
ing to ecclesiastical affairs, which oc- 
cupied Jlim nearly every moment of 
tho day. Tet, in spite of all tha worry 


spare hours in tho open air reading his 
breviary. A wall separated the garden 
from tho public roade, and In this once 
Ecvcral young men stopped to talk ex- 
citedly, and ono of them resorted to 
profane' words. 
No sooner had ho 


spoken than Don Giuseppe, leaping 
over tho wall, bestowed upon the Ir- 
reverent fellow such a tremendous 
blow that It felled him and Inspired tho 
others with a wholesome consideration 
for Don Giuseppe's persuasive powers; 


He was already cardinal when ho 


boasted still with a well known mon- 
slgnore of being ablo to frighten alone 
a gang of thieves or robbers at night 
and proved it by confronting once in 
a lonely country road a handful of ruf- 
fians who attempted to disturb him 
and by often going out in the night all 
alone with only a latchkey In his pock- 
et when called to the sick and dying. 


Visited Dying Atheist. 


Once, among others, ho was inform- 


ed that a man who had long been a 
friend of his, although a freethinker, 
was on his deathbed. The hour was 
quite late. He sent to inquire whether 
the dying man \vould like to seo once 
more "his friend Sarto." The answer 
was affirmative, and Bishop Sarto went 
ns a friend, not as a Roman Catholic 
priest, to comfort with pure human 
sympathy the decth of tho atheist He 
often maintained personal friendly re- 
lations with Jews and other Individuals 
of various political opinions, and his 


remarked that Americana wero very 
good Christians." 


In the Illness that cut, all too short, 


tils remarkable career Popo Plus X. 
was a marvel of patience and good 
:emper. Tho smllo and tho thank you 
followed every service, even tho small- 
est, dono for him, and even when he 
was In great pain no word of protest 
left his lips. 


Among the well nigh countless stories 


of his personality is the following: 


Ono day when ho was bishop of 


Mantua ono of his three unmarried 
sisters, who kept house for him, as 
they 
subsequently -did 
when their 


brother was patriarch of Venice, went 
to him to report that somebody had 
stolen tho meat she had left on( the 
stpve for their dinner. 
The bishop, 


with a twinkle in'his eye, suggested 
that it might have.been the cat. 


"Tho cat. Indeed!" replied tho sister 


In ridicule. 
"Tho cat does not carry 


of£ likewise the broth pot." 


"My dear 
sister," 
then said 
the 


bishop gently. "If you wish to know, 
it was I who carried It off. A poor 
man came In and told me his wifo 
was ill In bed and needed broth, and I 
gave it to him already made." 


Pawned His Ring For Charity. 


St. Bernardo delle Terme was tho 


title Pope Leo bestowed upon Bishop 
Sarto when his holiness elevated him 
to the cardlnalatc. 
Cardinal Sarto's 


solo article of value was an episcopal 
ring, the gift of friends. His revenues, 


an open one. When Plus X opened 
tho Vatican for an exhibition of ath- 
etlcs at a great Catholic athletic fes- 
:lval Italy was aghast 
Addressing 


;ho boys, tho pope said: "I bless your 
james and athletic exercises. Whilo 
they mako your bodies healthy and 
strong, they are certain also to havo 
a powerful and beneficent Influence on 
your minds." 
The pontiff had been 


used to exercise, and the close con- 
finement of his new life harassed him. 


Numerous stories have been told 


about • the popo's objectlono to such 
restrictions as tho Vatican imposed 
upon him: but, while no doubt exag- 
gerated In many Instances, It woa 
known that Pope Pius X.~ would have 
liked more freedom than ho felt war- 
ranted in demanding or taking. , Ha 
caused a stir by deciding to close "tho 
celebrated Academy For Noble Ecclesi- 
astics, which for more than three cen- 
turies had supplied the church with 
diplomats and cardinals and which 
was founded by Cardinal Imperial! for 
tho 
diplomatic 
training 
of Italian 


nobles who wished to follow an ecr 
cleslastlc.il career. The object of Popo 
Plus was to utilize the funds required 
to maintain tho academy in other 
ways for the good of the church. 


Rumors regarding the popo's health 


wero circulated at frequent intervals. 
Somo said tho holy father 
suffered 


from gout and others that his -heart 
was affected. 
But Popo Plus X., so 


far as the public knew, had never been 


Ing the liberality of Plus X. and 
o f ] 


his wllUnenras at nil times to Rive 
anythhiK and everything he possessed 
to those less fortunate than himself. 
There is no incident, however, in the 
pontiff's career which stands out so 
prominently and is as characteristic 
of him as that which occurred while 
he was still a youth at school. 


One day Beppo entered the home of 


an old peasant with whom ho was ac- 
quainted, only to find his frieryl bed- 
ridden and In danger of starving to 
death. Of money Beppo had none, and 
he thereupon decided to shore his food 
with the poor old fellow. 


Every day for nearly three months 


tho future pope ate only a small por- 
tion of the food provided by the semi- 
nary, carrying the remainder to tho 
Invalid.' The sacrifice on" Beppo's part 
was brought to an end only by the 
death of the aged peasant 


Was Fun Loving 
Boy. 


That Plus X. In his boyhood days 


was as full of animal spirits and mis- 
chlevousness as the average boy every- 


. where is evident from tho remark 


made by an old fanner of Riese, who. 
on being told that Giuseppe Sarto had 
been made pope, exclaimed: 


"Not Beppo—not that little rascal! 


Many are the cherries he has taken oft 
my trees, me underneath the tree with 
a stick and ho bidding me defiance 
and pelting mo with stones." 


Pius X. was only twenty-three years 


of ago when he was consecrated a 
priest at Castel Franco, the birthplace 
of tho great Master Giorglone. acting 
afterward for nine years as coadjutor 
to the parish priest of Tombolp. prov- 
ince of Padua, a small village of 3,000 
people, who were the first to appreci- 
ate his virtues. His kindness was un- 
tiring. Ho sought to fill their wants, 
a,nd never a murmur was heard when 
he was called In the middle ot a win- 
ter night to a deathbed which proved 
to bo nothing of tho kind. He gave 
freely of his small means until ho often 
went without meals .himself, but he 
kept many a poor family from starva- 
tion. 


Idol of His Parishioners. 


In 1867 .ho was appointed parish 


priest at Salzano, which was consider- 
ed an Important promotion, being a 
village of 3,500 souls. Still, he was ex- 
ceedingly sorry to leave Tombolo, hav- 
ing become attached to the people. 
The peasants when he left made a 
moat enthusiastic demonstration,' cry- 
ing "Viva Don Giuseppe!" while many 
women whose children ho had nursed 
wept copiously.. 


He distinguished himself so much at 


Ss.lza.no that" ho was kept there only 
nine years, which is remarkable In tho 
career .of an Italian parish priest. In 
1875 he was elected chancellor of tho 
blshoprlo of Trovlso, then spiritual di- 
rector of that seminary, Judge of the 
ecclesiastical tribunal and finally vicar 
general. 


Popo Leo, who had highly appreci- 


ated his cleverness, piety and raod- 
•Bty, appointed Sarto In November, 
1884, at tho ago of forty-nine years, 
bishop of Mantua, whcro ho remained 
nlno years, until 1893, when ho was 
made a cardinal and appointed patri- 
arch of Venice, 
. 


H« thero distinguished himself as «

functions Sarto answered, "When I am 
there I feel like a fish out'of water." 


While In Venice Cardinal Snrto re- 


tained many of the habits he had ac- 
quired as a curate. He.disliked pub- 
licity, detested the praise and compli- 
ment ot courtiers and was always 
frank, though timid. Though a .high 
dignitary in the church, ho was on 
friendly terms with the king and the 
government. 


Two months before Cardinal Sarto 


became pope King Victor Emmanuel 
went to Venice to open the interna- 
tional art exhibition. 
The king savo 


orders that the patriarch he given 
precedence over all the local authori^ 
ties: but, Sarto, haying arrived while 
the king was speaking to the prefect, 
who is the highest governme7it official 
In the province, refused to be an- 
nounced and. said ho would not dis- 
turb his majesty.. He remained In an 
ante chamber, affably conversing with 
tho generals and admirals • gathered 
there. 


When the king learned of his pres- 


ence he came to receive him on the 
threshold of tho chamber and kept him 
in conversation, 
accompanying him 


afterward In a gondola, while 'all the 
soldiers and guards rendered Sarto 
military honors. 


Made Pontiff In 1903. 


Then came the death of Pope Leo 


XIII., in 1903, and Cardinal Sarto was 
summoned from Venice to assist in 
tho election of the new popo. That he 
had ho expectation of being chosen Is 
certain, because when ho bought his 
ticket to Rome he bought a return trip. 
Ho never used it, because ho was ele- 
vated to tho highest (position in the 
church, and ho nover afterward 
left 


the Vatican. 


His predecessor had been an aristo- 


crat and a lover of ceremony and 
pomp. Pius X. was, a peasant, and ho 
hated formality and liked simplicity. 
Ho Immediately made vast.changes in 
the mode of life at tho Vatican, but he 
was unable to do all that ho would 
have liked to do. For instance, he 
wanted his sisters to livo with him, to 
do hi.-* Booking and mend his socks. It 
was (xplalned that this arrangement 
was Impossible. 


Ho had his sisters brought to Rome, 


tntondins to'have them llvo in a house 
within tho Vatican grounds. Tho «i«- 
ters objected to the rules that would 
surround 
them -under • the 
circum- 


stances, and a fiat was rented near by, 
from tho windows of which they could 
wavo groatlngs to the.lr balovod Broth- 
er and could see fill alrnalu In reply, 


\Vhen tho voto of tho cardinals eon- 


Sxcepting ' the breakfast, which con- 
slated of a cup of coffee, which he took 
alone In his study, he partook of all 
lis other meals together'with his pri- 
vate secretaries and "during the repast 
conversed familiarly vwith them, gen- 
erally in the Venetian dialect 


The ladies were Indebted to him for 


aanishlng the form of having them 
aow themselves out of his presence. 
With their long trains this was a 
source of worry' and embarrassment 
They didn't-have to do it with Plus X 
He Invariably . showed them - out 
in 


chivalrous manner. . 


For the first few months of .his pon- 


tificate the Vatican ' cooks had a hard 
time to please the democratic tastes 
of the new pope. ' Tho elaborate and 
formal dishes prescribed by long usago 
for the pope's table he abhorred and 
was never so happy as when his own 
sisters prepared for him a plain Vene- 
tian meal and brought It to tho Vati- 
can for his dinner or supper. His aver- 
sion to any elaborate repast compelled 
him at last to discharge thp Vatican 
chef and replace him with a Venetian 
who did the cooking for him when 
still a bishop. , 


Abolished Court Ceremony. 


One of the traits which mado Pius X 


very popular to the Roman pcoplo and 
to all his personal visitors was tho 
democratic way in which he received 
them at the Vatican. Under the pre- 
ceding popes^ a visitor before approach- 
Ing tho head of tho church was obliged 
to make three formal genuflections 
one at the threshold'. of tho papa] 
apartment a second inside the door 
and the third.when approaching the 
pope. 


Pius X. however, soon -dispensed 


with these formalities and had been 
known to go and meet his visitors at 
the very door and escort them out, no 
matter how humble their position In 
life, -when they left the- apartment. To 
any ono who tried to kneel before him 
Plus X promptly extended his hand 
and Insisted on the person rising. 


Among other signs, of tho popo's de- 


mocracy was tho abolition of many of- 
ficials whose duties had lorig'ceased to 
exist and who had become purely or- 
namental adjuncts of tho papal court 
Had he connultpd only his Individual 
dOBtrei he .would have .abolished tho 
pourt, altogether, but he realized that 
the exalted office he held demanded a 
certain amount of state, and tin put 
aside his personal inclinations In this 
respect. 
'

Forbid* CoiuUnt Kn«llna. 


Again, ho forbado the members of 


or having to recewe BO many .dele-1 
gates and discharge so many pressing 
duties, he never exhibited the slightest 
degree of impatience or fatigue. He 
took the liveliest interest in the prog- 
ress of tho picture. 


"I was especially anxious to get tie 


color of the eyes correctly, as I be- 
lieve that a portrait painter should 
spend more time and pains on the eyes 
than any other part of the face. T'Ae 
eyes are truly the windows of the soul 
and tho keynote of the portrait 'Why, 
father,' I said one day after taking a 
careful look at him, 'your eyes are 
blue, like an Irishman's.' 


Had Fine Sense of Humor. 


" 'Suomo fratolli—we are brothers,' 


said the pope, smiling. Unlike the ma- 
jority of Italians, Pius X had a very 
keen sense of humor, and no one en- 
joyed a good Joke more than he. 
In 


fact, he often shocked some staid and 
pompous old cardinal by laughing at 
some trivial incident which the lesser 
churchman regarded as merely annoy- 
ing. 'Do you know,' he told me one 
day, 'that is one of the great disadvan- 
tages of being a pope—you havo to bo 
so solemn, to take yourself so seriously 
all tho time. I do not think God meant 
us to be sad, and yet If I laugh my 
cardinals aro all scandalized.' 


"In that respect ns well as In a good 


many others, there was a wide 'dlft'er- 
enco between Leo XIII. and Plus X. 
Leo XIII. was lacking in a sense of tho 
ridiculous. He smiled almost contin- 
ually, to bo sure, but it was a benig- 
nant, kindly smllo, not a humorous one. 
Plus X. did not smllo so often—ho was 
too oppressed with tho cares and 
weight of his position—but ho would 
laugh right out if something funny oc- 
curred. 


"Then, too, Popo Leo was a great 


stickler for dignity; Plus X. was not. 
Tho pomp and magnificence and state 
with which ho was surrounded wero a 
bore to him. Ho would havo been far 
happier woro ho back In Venice or as 
tho poor parish priest ho was in his 
earlier days." 


Many stories aro told of tho early llfo 


of Popo Plus which throw a light on 
his later career. 


Was ft Muscular Christian. 
. 


Whilo ho was still a poor prlost, tho 


curate's houso In which ho lived having 
a little garden, he usod to spend his 


courtesy and charity were unfailing- 
toward all. 


Love Want to All 
Men. 


He once remarked to a friend In 


Venice, "Good men are of all coun- 
tries, races, times and classes, but you 
find more of them tilling the soil than 
manufacturing Its products." 


Neither his almost exclusive devo- 


tion to the church nor his multifarious 
duties as bishop havo ever weakened 
the supremacy which his humble par- 
ents -have ever enjoyed In his affec- 
tions. Periodically he would quit the 
patriarchal palace of Venice and, di- 
vesting himself for the time of all 
cares and episcopal preoccupations, 
would make a pilgrimage devoutly to 
Riese and warmly embrace his par- 
ents, who still continued to gain their 
livelihood in the same way as when 
he used to run about tho fields i.s a 
boy, and then enter the parental homo 
and chat in the local dialect about by- 
gone times. 


Called Him an Art Critic. 


J. Plerpont Morgan had an interview 


with Popo Plus in 1905, and in discuss- 
ing the subject later the financier said: 


"I was struck by the intensely de- 


veloped mentality of Pope Pius. 
He 


had a strongly Intellectual face,. with 
piercing eyes, but his smilo was full of 
good will. 


"I admired principally, however, .his 


great simplicity of manner and his air 
of absolute sincerity. His democratic 
tendencies appealed to me. The pope 
declined to permit 'me to kneel, but 
took my hand in tho American man- 
ner and gripped It cordially. 


"Tho impression I received from my 


long conversation with him and the 
walk through the Vatican was one -of 
deep regard for his woll developed 
artistic sense. Ho had an Intense and 
deep appreciation of the beauties and 
glories of tho art treasures of the Vat- 
ican,, and his observations and com- 
ments wero not thoso of a mere ama- 
teur, but of a trained connoisseur of 
art. 


"W« talked of religion In our coun- 


try, and I was pleased to find that tho 
pope was fully cognizant of tho condi- 
tions In the United States. He twica 


not more than J2.500 yearly, permit- 
ted no extravagance, and his eminence 
often was sorely vexed at. the forced 
curtailment of his allowancos for the 
needy. When he could devise no oth- 
er plan, it has been said, ho would have 
his bishop's ring put in pawn to raise 
funds. The first of each month Cardi- 
nal Sarto's secretary would deliver to 
him the sum that could reasonably be 
expected to bo applied to charity and 
would advise caution in its disburse- 
ment 
But in a very short time tho 


capital would be gone. 


Appalled by His Election. 


It was on Aug. 4, 1903, that Cardinal 


Sarto was elected pope by forty-two 
votes, one more than the necessary 
two-thirds. 
The sacred college chose 


him. as in his case there was none of 
the opposition that existed in the can- 
didacies of Cardinals Rampolla, Van- 
nutelli. Gotti and Oreglla. Pius X. was 
elected on the feast of St. Dominic, 
one of his favored patron saints. The 
conclave stayed far into the night to 
persuade him to accppt To the last 
ho hesitated: then, when he must give 
his answer, it was, "If this cup can- 
not pass from me"—he paused, then 
added firmly—"yes." 


Ho was the first pope in 150 years 


of such humble lineage. He never for- 
got that he had been poor. In his first 
encyclical he wrote, "The poor should 
not be ashamed of their poverty nor 
disdain thn charity of the rich, for 
they 'should havo especially In view 
Jesus tho Redeemer, who, though ho 
might havo been born In riches, made 
himself poor In order that ho might 
ennoble poverty and enrich It without 
merit beyond price for heaven." 


Pope Plus X. wns criticised by some 


outslrto tha church, and even some 
within It, but all through his reign 
none could assail the great cardinal 
virtues of this peasant born pontiff. 
Ho was a tireless worker and a rigid 
but Just disciplinarian. 
Ho made It 


clear that he believed that a popo 
should have somo liberty. 


His Reforms stunned Italy. 


Ono Innovation ot tho new popo was 


tho discarding ot the closed carriage 
in which other pontiffs had ridden for 


dangerously sick until his fatal ttlnos*.- 
When he read that ho., was exp'eoted 
to llvo to be popo'not more than.nina 
years he is said to have remarked, 
"This time I am going to disappoint 
them." 


The Number 9 In His Life. 


The pope often spoke of the curiou* 


way In which the figure 9 had be«a 
a factor in his career. 


For nino years ho was a schoolboy 


at Riese, for nine years a student at 
Padua, for nine years a curate at Tom- 
holo, for nine years a priest at Salzano 
and for nine years a cardinal patriarch, 
at Venice. 


When he donned the papal tiara he. 


spoke of this, saying,. "I will be pope, 
if God wills, for nine years." '_ 


The figure 3 also appears in hii 


numerical order from the first pope, 
St Peter, of Christ's disciples. Ho wa» 
No. 259. 


World Honored 
Him. 


On the fiftieth anniversary of hlf 


first mass emperors, kings and repub- 
lics lavished gifts upon the holy father. 
Women of tho United Kingdom sent 
362 chalices to Rome. Pope Pius named 
a commission to revise the Latin Bible, 
and in January, 1909, it was said thl« 
task would take eight or ten years. In 
August, 1909, tho nope criticised an ad- 
dress of Dr. Charles W. Eliot at Har- 
vard's summer school on the "Religion 
of tho Future." Dr. Eliot, had said tho 
new religion would not be based upon 
authority, spiritual or temporal; arid 
would admit no sacraments except 
"natural, hallowed customs." 


Plus X, having no family coat of 


arms, adopted part-, of those of two 
bishofa of Trevlso, his friends, and' 
preserved his arms as patriarch of 
Venice. His escutcheon or shield was 
oval, and the crest, which was exclu- 
sively his, consisted of a tiara with 
fanons or flaps, and St. Peter's keys in 
saltlra abovo the chief. "It .was nei- 
ther nn Imperious nor strictly ecclesi- 
astical popo I represented on canvas," 
said a painter, for whom Popo Plur 
onco sat, "but rather an indulgent, 
pitying und_ deeply religious pope."

went immediately to Berlin, where I 
ind plnnned to'make my headquarters. 
[ had never expected to go through 
the experiences of the last few days. 
On Friday in Elherfeld, 
notice 
was 


posted that all foreigners were ex- 
pe -ted to leave within -IS hours. 
We 


wbiit to the U. H. consul and he in 
turn sent us to the pollen. 
After a 


cross-examination, we were given a 
permit to remain 
until 
Wednesday 


(today.) 


"On. Monday we became 
convinced 


that it was unwise to remain longer 
ind -we went to the police again for 
a permit to leave. 
They sent us to 


the consul again and they gave us an 
official exit. 
In spite of this we were 


stopped along the line. 
We headed 


'or Brussels, because it-was expected 
to remain 
neutral, and readied the 


frontier at nine on Monday night. No 
trains were running into Belgium and 
after a hunt for "hotel accommodations, 
Rene persuaded the postmaster 
to 


house us for the night in the Village 
on this aide of the frontier. 


Arriving at Vervier, we found that 


he trains were not running and ob- 
ained an auto to carrj- us to I^iege, 
vhere we obtained a train for Brus- 
sels. Had we been half an hour later, 
we could not have come through be- 
cause war had heen declared by Ger- 
many against Belgium, and tho na- 
ives, even the women, wero'out dig- 
ring trenches across the roads. The 
Belgians themselves had intentiomil- 
y wrecked some locomotives in 
tho 


railroad tunnel and were destroying 
louses along the roads leading to tho 
ortifications. 
Our trunk is behind us 


on the frontier and our American Ex- 
press money is no good. 


"Preparations nre now being m,ade 


o turn this hotel Into a hospital, as 
^ord comes of fighting from the front, 
esterday there was 
great turmoil

Sunday and emissaries of foreign gov- 
ernments aro 
undoubtedly 
"stirring 


them up. 


The shortage of help Is acute 
all 


through New England, possibly 
not 


more than it has been, hut some level- 
headed manufacturers believe that as 
other 
industries quiet down, as they 


•are likely to do under war conditions, 
the surplus help will seek employment 
In the textile mills. 
For the moment 


there is a great deal of curtailment 
among cotton mills, but if the war 
goes on it seems probable that there 
will be work enough just as soon as the 
price of tho new cotton crop is

to ho anything more than a temporary 
halt in the output of certain kinds of 
colored goods. 


If people aro put to it they cnn use 


white, gootls or brown goods.

will do It 


again. 
Tho readjustment Is what Is 


making New England manufacturers 
needlessly fearful. 


The outstanding fact now Is that tho 


war Is not going to ho a parade. 
It 


has already depopulated 
manyv mil) 


towns on the continent and 
it may 


safely bo assumed that foreign mill 
buildings will not bo spared when KUII- 
nors get buoy. 
Tho foreign mills are 


actually idle in a groat many instances. 
Some one will have to supply tho goods 
that aro wanted in this country and 
other countries 
and 
New England 


mills are certain to got a share of tho 
business, at least. 
If foreign labor 


wants to go home to bo killed for tho 
fatherland it may well bo that domes- 
tic labor will caro more thaut mill work 
than they havo in recent yoars.—Fall

out the following- circular relative 
to 


the collection of white pine seed: 


This is a white pine seed year. Just 
look at 
the 
pine trees 
loaded with 


cones. 
If these cones lire collected be- 


fore they open, and are cared for, the 
scales will open up and the seed will 
drop out. There are. two seeds under 
each 
scale and each has a wing 
at- 


tached to it. These cones, now green, 
•within, a few weeks turn brown 
and 


they open up while still hanging on the 
tree. It is at this time that the seeds 
fall out and scatter about the country. 
In order to secure the seed, therefore, 
collect before they are fully ripe. 
Us- 


ually the last week in August or the 
first week in September is about 
the 


best tlmo. to gather the harvest. Be- 
ware of waiting too long, for it 
is 


\better to collect early than late, when 
they begin to shell out. I have seen 
the 
German 
foresters picking" them 


when they were still green. The seeds 
are 
probably mature even now and 


one .can observe the 
squirrels 
very 


busy 
tearing 
the cones to pieces 
to 


feast on the seed. 
A bushel of cones 


before they open will produce'about 
pound of seed. 
"We Americans should 


get into the habit of harvesting: this 
seed crop just the same as we do any 
other; it has market value and surely 
there is plenty of waste or 
depleted 


lands that should bo planted. 
White 


pine as a forest crop is well worthy of 
our attention. Now is a good time to 
interest our boys and girls in a branch 
of practical forestry.

THE LATE PIUS 


PRIEST, PAT 


T 


HE late Pius X. known as "the 
. peasant pope," was born of 


humble parents on June 2, 
1836, In.the obscure little town 


of Rleae, Italy. He was the elder of 
two brothers and had six Bisters. The 
family name.was Sarto, which means 
tailor in Italian, and he wasMjhrlstcned 
Giuseppe, which means Joseph, but he 
was. known to his mother and sisters 
always by the diminutive Beppo. The 
family was so poor that the .sisters 
never wore hats and even refused to 
wear them when In later years, they 
went to Borne to see their little Beppo 
seated In all magnificence upon the 
papal throne. And to the horror of all 
the dignitaries they still Insisted on 
calling him Beppo, but no courtier ever 
dared remonstrate and face that quiz- 
zical but beautiful smile that was a 
distinguishing feature of the lovable 
personality of Pius X. 


The early lifo of the future pope was 


typical of his birth-and worldly posi- 
tion, except that he loved to study 
more than does the average boy and 
soon attracted the attention of his su- 
periors at the Salcsian institute at 
Cottolengo, who later .helped, his fa- 
ther In defraying the expenses of his 
lone education. 


Won Way by Study. 


He won many prizes and scholar- 


chips, and these resulted in his being 
sent to college at Padua, one of the 
most noted universities in the world. 


Many stories have been told regard- 


thorough reformer, suppressing all 
abuses, restoring tho dignity of the 
clergy and the earnestness of religion. 


Popular With. Officials. 


From this appointment rose- heated 


polemics between the holy sco and the 
Italian government. The latter, as heir 
to tho ancient privileges granted by 
the pope to tho republic of Venice/ 
maintained that it had tho right to 
choose and appoint the patriarch. The 
government, however, after 
having 


long refused its exequatur, eventually 
granted it to Sarto, who, meanwhile, 
succeeded in gaining general esteem, 
including that of the government offi- 
cials. 


The Italian cabinet ministers had no 


feeling, against Sarto personally. 
In 


fact, he might quite well have been 
th*!r choice If tho papacy had not 
wished him1, but it was a political ques- 
tion on which, however,- they soon gave 
way. 
. Sarto became the Idol of the Vene- 
tians. 
When 
his 
gondola 
went 


through the. canals the people rushed 
on the bridges and along the sides of 
the canals, kneeling and saluting, the 
women exclaiming, "God bless the pa- 
triarch!" 


Learned to Love Venice. 


Cardinal Sarto learned to love Ven- 


ice as Venice learned to love him. He 
did not visit Rome more often than his 
duties demanded, and when asked if 
he enjoyed the gorgeousness of the pa- 
pal court and tho magnificence of the 


fwred on him tho highest dignity in 
the church ho perceived at a glanco 
that as a son of tho people It would 
bo his best policy as pope to continue 
in tho democratic ways to which he 
had been accustomed for so long. 


Refused to "Ride In a Box." 


On the very day he was elected, 


when tho sediari brought the sedan 
chair to carry him to his apartments 
from the conclave hall, he gently but 
flrmly protested that he would rather 
walk than ride in a box. For days after 
that the master of tho chamber had 
tho sedan chair waiting in tho popes 
antechamber, but'the determination of 
Pius X. to decline to use It never 
changed, and finally the chair had to 
bo relegated to the attic. 


The same happened with tho por- 


table throne which tha popes have al- 
ways used when going to and from a 
ceremony. Only in a few solemn oc- 
casions, when the ceremonies had to 
be held in St. Peter's, Plus X. con- 
sented to sit on this throne, but on all 
other Instances, when the ceremonies 


•ere to take place In the Vatican pal- 


ace Itself, he always walked to the 
meeting place. 


The democratic manners of Pius X. 


were very popular with his intimate 
secretaries and the prelates of his en- 
tourage. Soon after his election, find- 
ng that custom prescribed that the 
pope should take his meals all by him- 
self, he rebelled and ordered that the 
table be always set for six persons. 


his establishment kneeling whenever 
he passed, as had been the custom for 
centuries. Such perpetual homage,, the 
Inability to walk In tho garden or in 
tho corridors of the Vatican without 
every person kneeling, grated on -him. 


The first man to gain the privilege of 


painting the portrait of Pope Plus X. 
was Henry J. Thaddeus, a British art- 
tnt, who was a native of Ireland and a 
Catholic. 


"I was staying in Roma at the time 


of Leo XIlI.'s death." said the artist I 
after tho picture was finished, "and as j 
soon as his successor was chosen I j 
sent in my application for permission 
to paint his portrait. Fortunately I 
had a friend among the cardinals, 
and through his Influence, after manyi 
weary days of waiting, I was told that 
the pope would be graciously pleased 
to see mo and give me some sittings. It 
whs then the middle of August, and 
Rome was almost unbearably hot. 
I 


hardly know whom I pitied the more, 
the holy father, swathed In his heavy 
pontifical robes, or myself, dressed In 
evening clothes and sweating gallons 
at every pore. I really believe I could 
have wrung the water out of my suit. 


Patient and Kind. 


"Tho patience and kindness of tho 


pope during tho four sittings were re- 
markable, especially when one consid- 
ers how worn out he was with attend- 
ing to ecclesiastical affairs, which oc- 
cupied him nearly every moment of 
the day. Yet, In spite of all the worry 


spare hours in the open air reading his 
breviary. A wall separated the garden 
from the public roade, and in this onco 
several young men stopped to talk ex- 
citedly, and ono of them resorted to 
profane words. 
No sooner had ho 


spoken than Don Giuseppe, leaping 
over the wall, bestowed upon tho Ir- 
reverent fellow such a tremendous 
blow that it felled htm and Inspired tha 
others with a wholesome consideration 
for Don Giuseppe's persuasive powers. 


He was already cardinal when he 


boasted still with a well known mon- 
sfenoro of being able to frighten alone 
a gang of thieves or robbers at night 
and proved it by confronting once In 
a lonely country road a handful'Of ruf- 
fians who attempted to disturb him 
and by often going out In tho night all 
alone with only a latchkey In his pock- 
et when called to the sick and dying. 


Visited Dying Atheist. 


Once, among others, ho was inform- 


ed that a man who had long been a 
friend of his, although a freethinker, 
was on his deathbed. Tho hour was 
quite, late. He sent to inquire whether 
the dying man would like to seo onco 
more "his friend Sarto." The answer 
was affirmative, and Bishop Sarto went 
as a friend, not as a Roman Catholic 
priest, to comfort with pure human 
sympathy the death of tho atheist. He 
often maintained personal friendly re- 
lations with Jews and other Individuals 
of various political opinions, and his 


remarked that Americans were very 
good Christiana." 


In tha Illness that cut, all too short, 


his remarkable career Pope Plus X. 
was a marvel of patience and good 
temper. 
Tho smile and tho thank you 


followed every service, even the small- 
est, done for him, and even when he 
was In great pain no word of protest 
left his lips. 


Among the well nigh countless stories 


of his personality is tho following: 


Ono day when ho was bishop of 


Mantua one of his three unmarried 
sisters, who kept houso for him, as 
they. subsequently dhl 
when their 


brother was patriarch of Venice, went 
to him to report that somebody had 
stolen the meat she had left on the 
stove for their dinner. 
The bishop, 


with a twinkle in his eye, suggested 
that It might have been the cat. 


"The cat, Indeed!" replied the sister 


In ridicule. "The cat does not carry 
off likewise the broth pot." 


"My dear sister," then said 
the 


bishop gently, "if you wish to know. 
It was I who carried it off. A poor 
man came in and told me his wife 
was ill In bed and needed broth, and 1 
gave It to him already made." 


Pawned His Ring For Charity. 


St. Bernardo delle Termo was the 


title Pope Leo bestowed upon Bishop 
Sarto when his holiness elevated him 
to tho cardlnalate. 
Cardinal Sarto's 


sole article of value was an episcopal 
ring, the gift of friends. His revenues, 


an open one. When Plus X. opened 
the Vatican for an exhibition of ath- 
letics at a great Catholic athletic fes- 
tival Italy was aghast. 
Addressing 


tho boys, the popo said: "I bless your 
games and athletic exercises. 
While 


they make your bodies healthy and ,-. 
strong, they are certain also to-have 
a powerful and benellcent influence, on : 
your minds." 
Tha pontiff had been . 


used to exercise, and the close 'con- 
finement of his new life harassed him. 


Numerous stories have been. told , 


about the pope's objections to such 
restrictions as tho Vatican imposed. 
unpn him; but, while no doubt exag- 
gerated in many instances, it was .; 
known that Pope Plus X. would have 
liked more freedom than he felt war- : 
ranted In demanding or taking. 
He. - 


caused a stir by deciding to close the 
celebrated Academy For Noble Ecclesi- 
astics, which for more than three cen- 
turies had supplied the church'With 
diplomats and cardinals and which 
was founded by Cardinal Imperial! for 
the 
diplomatic training of Italian 


nobles who wished to follow an ec- 
clesiastical career. The object of Pope 
Plus was to utilize the funds required 
to maintain the academy in other 
ways for the good o£Jthe church. 


Rumors regarding the pope's health 


were circulated at frequent intervals. 
Some said tho holy father suffered 
from gout and others that his heart 
was affected. 
But Pope Plus X., so 


far as tho public knew, had never been 


Ing the liberality of Plus X. and of 
his willingness at all .times to give 
anything and everything he possessed 
to' thoso less fortunate than himself. 
There is no incident, however, In the 
pontiff's career which stands out so 
prominently and is us characteristic 
of him as that which occurred while 
he was still a youth at school. 


One day Beppo entered the home of 


an old peasant with whom ho was ac- 
quainted, only to find his friend bed- 
ridden .and in danger of starving to 
death. Of money yeppo had none, and 
he thereupon decided to share.his food 
with tho "poor old fellow 


Every day for nearly three months 


the future pope ato only a small por- 
tion of the food provided by the semi- 
nary, carrying tho remainder to tho 
invalid. The sacrifice on Beppo's part 
was brought to an end only by the 
death of the aged peasant. 


Was Fun Loving Boy, 


That Pius X. in his boyhood days 


was as full of animal spirits and mls- 
chlovousness as the average boy every- 
where Is evident from the remark 
made by an old farmer of Riese. who, 
on being told that Giuseppe Sarto had 
been made pope, exclaimed: 


"Not Beppo—not that little rascal! 


Many are the cherries ho has taken off 
roy trees, me underneath the tree with 
a stick and he bidding me defiance 
and pelting me with stones." 


Pius X. was only twenty-three years 


of age when he was consecrated a 
priest at Castel Franco, the birthplace 
of. the great Master Giorgione, acting 
afterward for nine years as coadjutor 
to the parish priest of Tombolo, prov- 
ince of Padua, a small village of 3.000 
people, who were the first to appreci- 
ate hU virtues. His kindness was un- 
tiring. Ho sought to fill their wants, 
and never a. murmur was heard whon 
•he was called in the middle of a win- 
ter night to a deathbed which proved 
to bo nothing of the kind. Ho gave 
freely,of his small means until ho often 
went without meals himself, but he 


. kept many a poor family from starva- 


tion. 


Idol of His Parishioners. 


' In' 1867 he was' appointed parish 
priest at Salzano, which wan consider- 
ed an important promotion, .being 
village of 3,500 souls.' Still, he was ex- 
ceedingly sorry to leave Tombolo, hav- 
ing become attached to the people. 
The peasants when he left made a 
most enthusiastic. demonstration, cry- 
ing "Viva Don Glusoppel'^whlle many 
•women whoso children bVhad nursed 
w«pt copiously. 
% 


He distinguished himself so much at 


Salzano that he was kept there only 
nine yoari, which is remarkable in the 
career of an Italian parish priest. In 
U76 he wan elected chancellor of tho 
bishopric of Trovlso, then spiritual di- 
rector ot that seminary, Judge of the 


. ecclesiastical tribunal and finally vicar 
. general. 


Pope Leo, who had highly appreci- 


ated his cleverness, piety' and mod- 
esty, appointed Sarto' In November 
1884, at tho ago of forty-nine years 
bishop of Mar.tua, where he remained 
Dint years,'Until 1898, when.ho was 
made a cardinal and.appointed patri- 
arch of Venice. 
. 


He there distinguished himself.as n

'unctions Sarto answered. "When I am 
there I feel like a fish out of water.' 


While In Venice Cardinal Sarto re- 


.alned many of the habits he had ac- 
quired as a curate. He disliked pub- 
Icity, detested the praise and compli- 
ment of courtiers and was1 always 
rank, though timid. Though a high 
dignitary in the church, ho was on 
Tiendly terms.with the king and the 
government. 


Two months before Cardinal Sarto 


)ecame pope King Victor Emmanuel 
went to" Venice to open the interna- 
tional art exhibition. The king gave 
orders that the patriarch be given 
precedence over all the local authori- 
:Ies; but, Sarto, having arrived while 
the king was speaking to the prefect, 
who Is the highest government official 
In tho province, refused to be an- 
nounced and said he would not dis- 
turb his majesty. 
He remained In an 


ante chamber, affably conversing with 
tho generals and admirals gathered 
there. 
; 


When the king learned of his pres- 


ence ho came to receive him on the 
threshold of the chamber and kept him 
in conversation, accompanying 
him 


afterward in a gondola, whllo all the 
soldiers and guards rendered Sarto 
military honors. 


Made Pontiff In 1903. 


Then came the death of Popo Leo 


XIIL, In 1003, and Cardinal Sarto was 
summoned from Venice to assist in 
the election of the new popo. That he 
had-no expectation-of being-chosen Is 
certain, because when ho bought his 
ticket to Rome he bought a return trip 
Ho never used it, because he was ele- 
vated to the highest position In the 
church, and he never afterward left 
tho Vatican. 


His predecessor had been an aristo- 


crat and a lover of ceremony and 
pomp. Pius X. was, a peasant, and he 
hated formality and liked simplicity. 
Ho Immediately made vast changes in 
the mode of life at tho Vatican, but he 
was unable to do all that ho would 
have liked to do. 
For instance, ho 


wanted his sisters to live with him, to 
do his cooking and mend his socks. It 
was explained that this arrangement 
was impossible,' 


.Ho had his sisters brought to Rome, 


Intending to have them live In a house 
within ,the Vatican grounds. The sis- 
ters • objected to tho rules that would 
surround them under the circum- 
stances, and ft fiat was rented near by, 
from the windows of which they could 
wave greetings to thelr-beloved broth- 
er and could Bee his signals In reply. 


.When the vote of the cardinals con- 


Exceptlng the breakfast, which con-1 
sieted of a cup of coffee, which he took 
alone In his study, he partook of all 
his other meals together with his pri- 
vate secretaries and during the repast 
conversed familiarly with them, gen- 
erally in the Venetian dialect 


The ladles were'Indebted to him for 


banishing the form of having them 
bow themselves out of his 'presence. 
With- their long trains this was a 
source of . worry and embarrassment. 
They'dldn't have to do it with.Plus X. 
He Invariably showed- them out in 
chivalrous manner. 


For the first few months-of his ponT 


ttficate the Vatican cooks had a hard 
time to please the democratic tastes 
of the new pope. The elaborate and 
forma! dishes prescribed by long usage 
for the pope's table he abhorred and 
was never so. happy as when his own 
sisters prepared for him a plain Vene- 
tian meal and brought it to the Vati- 
can for his dinner or supper. His aver- 
sion to any elaborate repast compelled 
him at last to discharge the Vatican 
chef and replace him .with a Venetian 
who did the cooking for him when 
still a bishop. 


Abolished Court Ceremony. 


Ono of the traits .which made Pius X. 


very popular to .the Roman people and 
to all his. personal visitors was the 
democratic way in which he received 
them at the Vatican. Under tho pre- 
ceding popes a visitor before approach- 
ing the head of the church was obliged 
to make three formal -genuflections, 
one at the threshold of the papal 
apartment, a 'second inside the door 
and tho third when approaching the 
pope. 


Plus X., however, soon dispensed 


with these formalities and had been 
known to go and meet his visitors at 
tho very door and escort them out, no 
matter how humble their position In 
life, when they left the apartment. To 
any one who-tried to kneel before him 
Pius X. promptly extended his hand 
and insisted on the person rising. 


Among other signs of the pope's de- 


mocracy was the abolltlo'n of many of- 
ficials whoso duties had long ceased to 
exist, and who had become purely or- 
namental adjuncts of tho papal court. 
Had he consulted only his Individual 
desires ho would have abolished the 
court altogether, but ho realized that 
the exalted office he.held-demanded a 
certain amount of state, and ho put 
aside his personal Inclinations'in this 
respect..

. 


Forb»d« Constant Kn««llng. 


Aenln,'ho forbade-'the members of 


or Having to receive so many dele-1 
gates and discharge so many pressing 
duties, he never exhibited the slightest 
degree of Impatience or fatigue. He 
took the liveliest interest In the prog- 
ress of. the picture. 


T was especially anxious to get tha 


color of the eyes correctly, as I be- 
lieve that a portrait painter should 
spend more time and pains on tho eyes 
than any other part of tho face. T>.o 
eyes are truly the windows of the soul 
and the keynote of the portrait TVhy, 
father,' I said one day after taking a 
careful look at him, 'your eyes are 
blue, like an Irishman's.1 


Had Fine Sense of Humor. 


" 'Suomo fratelli—we are brothers,' 


said the pope, smiling. Unlike the ma- 
jority of Italians, Plus X. had a very 
keen sense of humor, and no one en- 
joyed a good., joke more than he. 
In 


fact, lie often shocked some staid and 
pompous old cardinal by laughing at 
some trivial incident which the lesser 
churchman regarded as merely annoy- 
ing. 'Do you know,' he told me one 
dny. 'that is one of the great disadvan- 
tages of being a pope—you have to be 
so solemn, to take yourself so seriously 
all the time. I do not think Ood meant 
us to bo sad, and yet if I laugh my 
cardinals are all scandalized.' 


"In that respect, as well as in a good 


many others, there was a wide differ- 
ence between Leo XIII. and Plus X. 
Leo XIII. was lacking In a senso of the 
ridiculous. He smiled almost contin- 
ually, to bo sure, but It was a benig- 
nant, kindly smile, not a humorous one, 
Pius X. did not smile so often—ho was 
too oppressed with tho cares and 
weight of his position—but ho would 
laugh right out if something funny oc- 
curred. 


"Then, too, Pope Loo was a great 


stickler for dignity; Pius X. was not 
Tho pomp and magnificence and state 
with which ha was surrounded were a 
bore to him. Ho would have been far 
happier were he back In Venice or. as 
tho poor parish priest ho was In his 
earlier days." 


Many stories are told o£ tho early life 


of Popo Plus which throw a light on 
his later career. 


Was a Muscular Christian. 


Whllo ho was still a: poor priest, th» 


curate's house In which he lived having 
a little garden, ha used to spend his 


courtesy and charity wera unfailing 
toward all. 


Lov« Went to All Man. 


He 'once remarked to " a friend In 


Venice, "Good men are' of all coun- 
tries, races, times and classes, but- you 
find more of them tilling the soil than 
manufacturing its products." 


Neither his almost exclusive devo- 


tion to the church nor his multifarious 
duties as bishop have ever weakened 
tho supremacy which his humble par- 
ents have ever enjoyed in his affec- 
tions. Periodically he would quit the 
patriarchal palace. of Venice and, di- 
vesting himself for the time of all 
cares and episcopal preoccupations, 
would make a pilgrimage devoutly to 
Riese and warmly embrace his par- 
ents, who still continued to gain their 
livelihood In the same way as when 
ho used to run about the fields aa a 
boy, and then enter the parental home 
and chat In tho local dialect about by- 
gone times. 


Called Him an Art Critic. 


J. Plerpont Morgan had an Interview 


with Popo Plus In 1905, and in discusa- 
Ing the subject later tho financier said: 


"I was struck by the intensely de- 


veloped mentality of Popo Plus. 
Ho 


had a strongly Intellectual face, -with 
piercing eyes, but his "smile was full of 
good will. 


"I admired principally, however, .his 


great simplicity of manner and his air 
of absolute sincerity. His democratic 
tendencies appealed t'o mo. The pope 
declined to permit me to kneel, but 
took my hand in tho American man- 
ner and gripped It'cordially. 


"The impression I received from my. 


long conversation with him and tho 
walk through the Vatican was one of 
doop' regard for his well developed 
artistic sense. Ho had an Intense and 
deep appreciation of tho beauties and 
glories ot tho art treasures of the Vat- 
ican, and his observations and com- 
ments wero not thoso of a more ama- 
teur, but of a trained connoisseur Of 
art. 
-

"Wa talked of religion In our coun- 


try, 'and I wao pleased to find that tho 
pops was fully cognizant of the condi- 
tions In the United States. - He ..'twice 


not more than $2,600* yearly, permit- 
ted no extravagance, and his eminence 
often was sorely vexed at the forced 
curtailment of his allowances for the 
needy. When he could devise no oth- 
er plan. It has been said, he would have 
his bishop's ring put.In pawn to raise 
funds. The first of each month Cardi- 
nal Sarto's secretary would deliver to 
him the sum that could reasonably be 
expected to be applied to charity and 
would advise, caution in -its -disburse- 
ment- But In a very short time the 
capital would be gone. 


Appalled by His Election. 


It was on Aug. 4, 1903, that Cardinal 


Sarto was elected popa by forty-two 
votes, one moro than the necessary 
two-thirds. The sacred college- chose 
him, as In his case there was none of 
the opposition that existed In the can- 
didacies of Cardinals Rampotla, Van- 
nutelll, Gotti and Oreglla. Pius X. was 
elected on tho feast ot St Dominic, 
one of his favored patron saints. The 
conclave stayed far into the night to 
persuade him to accept 
To the last 


ho hesitated; then, when ho must give 
his answer, It was, "If this cup can- 
not pass from mo"—he paused, then 
added flrmly—"yes." 


He was the first pope In 150 years 


of such humble lineage. He 'never for- 
got that he had been poor. In.his first 
encyclical ho wrote, "The poor should 
not be ashamed of their poverty nor 
disdain tho charity of the rich, for 
they should have especially In view 
Jesus tho Redeemer,' who, though, he 
might have been born In riches, made 
himself poor In order that he might 
ennoble poverty and enrich it without 
rnorit beyond price for heaven" 


Popo PIus.X. was criticised by somo 


outsldo tho church and even some 
within It, but all through his reign 
none could assail the ereat cardinal 
virtues of this peasant born pontiff. 
?°, ^a* a Ur°Ie3s worker and a rigid 
but Just disciplinarian. 
He made It 


clear that ho believed that a popo 
should have somo liberty. 


His Reforms Stunned Italy. 


One Innovation of the new popo was 


the discarding at the' closed carriage 
In which other pontiffs had ridden for 


dangerously sick until his fatal innes*. 
When he read that he was expected 
to live to be pope not more'than nlns. 
years ho is said to have remarked, 
"This time I am -going to disappoint 
:them."

World Honored Him. 


On tho fiftieth anniversary - of his 


first mnss emperors, kings and repub- 
lics lavished gifts upon the holy father. 
Women of the United Kingdom sent 
362 chalices to Rome. Pope Pius named 
a commission to revise the Latin Bible, 
and In January, 1909, it was said -this 
task would take eight or ten years. In 
August, 1909, the pope criticised an ad- 
dress of Dr. Charles W. Ellqt a,t Har- 
vard's summer school on tho "Rellgibn 
of the Future." Dr. Eliot had said the 
new religion would not ba based upon 
authority, spiritual or temporal, and 
would admit no sacraments except 
"natural, hallowed customs." 


Plus X., having no family coat ot;

year of his life and tho 12th year of 
his pontificate, while long anticipated 
because of ailments due to advanrod 
ago, nevertheless came as a shock even 
to those near to him.

Urrh but on Tuesday his physicians 
declared that the trouble was of no 
great Importance and yesterday morn- 
Ing reassuring reports concerning the 
patient were current.
